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GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


1985 has been a year of challenge. Major 
issues concerning Growth, Water Quality and 
Quantity and the Organization of Town 
Government have filled the Selectmen's 
Agenda. 

The Selectmen responded to the explo- 
sive growth under existing zoning regula- 
tions. The response was to support several 
articles proposed by the Town Adminis- 
trator and adopted by the Town Meeting, 
placing several controls on growth. In addi- 
tion to supporting these articles, the Select- 
men requested an update of the Master Plan, 
the blue print of our community's growth. 
The Selectmen also felt it was time to address 
the concerns regarding the Town's water 
resources. An update of the Master Plan was 
essential not only to evaluate the growth 
factor, but also to position the Town to 
apply for Federal and State Grants. 

After a water supply crisis, which left a 
segment of Walpole without water and fire 
protection, the Board of Selectmen supported 
the funding of two new wells and an overall 
program that would ensure an adequate 
water supply to all of Walpole. In addition to 
problems of water supply, the Selectmen 
learned that the quality of the water was 
less than expected. Trace amounts of a 
hazardous chemical known as Tetrachloro- 
ethylene (TCE) were discovered in some of 
the School Meadow Brook wellheads nearest 
Route One. 

The Board of Selectmen will work with 
the Water and Sewer Commission, the Board 
of Health, the Conservation Commission, and 
Town Administrator to formulate a plan 
which will protect our water supply from 
pollution and prevent further contamination. 

It was agreed by the Board that some 
changes were needed to improve the effec- 
tiveness of our Town Government. The Board 
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of Selectmen impanelled a Monetary Review 
Committee which recommended sweeping 
changes for our local government financial 
structure. The Committee proposed a Chief 
Financial Officer who would report to the 
Town Administrator. The Committee's rec- 
ommendations led to the appointment of a 
Charter Review Committee. The Committee 
will present to the Town Meeting a proposed 
set of changes designed to streamline Wal- 
pole's financial structure. 

Computerization in local government has 
been nearly completed with the majority of 
the work required to computerize Town 
departments finished. The Computer Study 
Committee will focus its attention on com- 
pleting the computerization task with studies 
of both the Police and Fire Departments. 

The eight million dollar EPA Sewer 
Project is nearing completion. Roads which 
were excavated will soon be repaved, bringing 
the effected areas back to their normal 
tranquility. The detours and other general 
upset caused by the project will be worth it 
in the future. 

Working with the Tax Collector we have 
reduced the debts owed to the Town, which 
in some cases existed for over ten years. Un- 
paid tax bills were costing the tax payers one 
dollar on the tax rate. The progress at col- 
lecting overdue taxes is continuing into 1986. 

In 1985, the Selectmen appointed sev- 
eral persons to various Town Boards and 
Committees, as authorized by our Town 
Charter. It is our continuing goal to solicit 
the citizen to become involved and to vol- 
unteer their skills, experience, and time to 
Town Government. We have been quite suc- 
cessful in appointing qualified candidates and 
appreciate their efforts. 

Every decision made by the Board was 
the product of the majority. However, each

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TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


It is a privilege to submit my second 
annual report as Town Administrator and to 
be completing my eighth year of service to 
the Town of Walpole. 

1985 was an extremely busy year for 
this office and | reflect with admiration as to 
what was accomplished by the municipal 
employees in service to our community. 

Highlights of the last year can best be 
summarized by co-ordinating our efforts in 
long range planning while simultaneously 
executing our respective functions with 
professionalism and pride. 

The administrative staff was enhanced 
with the addition of Mr. Anthony Celli, as 
Department of Public Works Director in 
January. 

A priority of this administration in 1985 
was to computerize all approved projects, 
detailing responsibilities, cost constraints and 
time tables for completion. This tracking 
method, updated monthly, advises the Board 
of Selectmen as to project status and allows 
for prioritization and improved communica- 
tion. Our office began using the central 
computer for other word processing func- 
tions with plans for increased computer 
utilization in 1986. 

In the first half of 1985, the administra- 
tive staff worked with our consultants, |.E.P., 
to complete a Town Wide Aquifer Study. 
This Study identified all known water supply 
reserves by delineating the Mine Brook and 
upper Neponset Aquifers which was later 
protected by overlay zoning by our represen- 
tative Town Meeting. In addition, the Study 
identified all potential wells and recom- 
mended specific regulations for the Board of 
Health to help protect these Aquifers. 

As an adjunct and a natural extension 
of their prior work, |.E.P., in the second half 
of 1985, prepared an updated Master Plan in 
conjunction with a Steering Committee, 
consisting of the following members: Select- 
men Gene Cavallero, Sewer and Water Com- 
missioner William Abbott, School Committee 
member Susan Odstrchel, Planning Board 
member Linda O'Brien, Zoning Board of 
Appeals member Ira Levy, Conservation 
Commission member Charles Hede, Board of

Many 
thanks for their extra duty in producing a 
fine updated Master Plan. This document will 
be the guide for future actions and recom- 
mendations by various boards, with one of 
the focal points as the coordination of the 
various boards through the development 
process. 

The development process has been im- 
proved significantly with the oustanding 
performance by Town Engineer John Glossa 
and his entire engineering staff. The com- 
munity can be very thankful that the engin- 
eering staff has taken great effort to assure 
that developments are built in accordance 
with the best engineering standards. Added 
to our list for review in 1985, was a proposal 
by Boston Edison to build a Peaking Power 
Plant off South Street. 

Controlling growth was also a major 
theme of this administration. The profes- 
sional staff recognized that we must continue 
to offer the highest level of municipal services 
while assimilating the unprecedented growth 
of residential development. Particular concern 
continues to be the Town's ability to provide 
adequate water. To that end, emphasis has 
been placed upon both quality and quantity 
factors which will contribute to an adequate 
and healthy long term water supply. 

Our successful environmental clean-up in 
1985 was the removal of the contaminated 
soil from the D.P.W. yard, which dovetailed 
with the fill of a parcel adjacent to the MBTA 
Railroad Station; which will expand the 
commuter parking downtown. 

A second benefit was derived with the 
removal of gravel from the Bird Middle 
School which was used to fill the cavity 
created by the removal of the contaminated 
soil and created a new Soccer field at the 
Bird School. 

Much time was spent on another en- 
vironmental and controversial issue — Walpole 
Park South. This development proposed to 
be located at the corner of Pine Street and 
Route One resulted in three Town Meeting 
debates over eminent domain, aquifer protec- 
tion, neighborhood opposition, design and 
utility locations, traffic impact and wet- 
land protection which occupied much time 


for the various boards and staff as it was 
reviewed through the development process. 

Public works projects also required 
much staff time so that schedules were met. 
Of largest impact was the installation of 
sewers throughout the Town; and when added 
to the reconstruction of Route One and the 
reconstruction of the Mylod Street Bridge, 
the combined construction made it difficult 
for motorists to travel this past year. 

The budget process in 1985 went very 
smoothly with a Spring Town Meeting ap- 
proval of 20.5 million dollars and later a 
supplemental appropriation of 1 million was 
voted at the Fall Town Meeting. These 
numbers met the fiscal constraints of Prop- 
osition 2-1/2 and delivered the basic service 
requirements of our expected local govern- 
ment. 

The Board of Selectmen appointed a 
Fiscal and Monetary Review Committee 
comprised of professionals, who after one 
year of detailed study, issued a report to the 
Board calling for reform in a number of the 
elected financial offices of the Town. This 
study will hopefully be translated into action 
next year, which will enhance our ability to 
manage the Town's finances more profes- 
sionally. 

Labor issues and contract negotiations 
were administered well by Assistant Town 


Administrator David Ramsay, added to many 
of his other duties, including insurance 
administration and Capital Budget prepara- 
tion. A three year contract was settled with 
the Library Clerks while negotiations conti- 
ue into the next year with the Police, D.P.W. 
and Clerical unions. In addition, the Town 
continues to negotiate with the local Fire- 
fighters in order to transfer partial Ambulance 
duties from the Police Department to the 
Fire Department. This transfer will most 
likely be added to negotiations when the 
Fire contract expires next year. 

Finally, Hurricane Gloria added an 
extra blow on September 27th, which tested 
our ability to deliver services to the com- 
munity. | am most proud of the response we 
provided in public works and in public safety, 
with commendations to our paid and volun- 
teer workers who gave of themselves in order 
to serve others in need. 

In closing, | want to thank the Board of 
Selectmen for their continued support and 
especially my office staff: Mr. David Ramsay, 
Assistant Town Administrator, Mr. James 
Conroy, Assistant Purchasing Agent, Mrs. 
Jean St. George, Administrative Secretary 
and Ms. Bea Gustafson, Principal Clerk, who 
collectively gave beyond all expectations in 
order to serve the residents of our community 
with honor and distinction.

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BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals acts under the 
authority given it by Chapter 40A of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts as well as the Zoning By-Laws 
of the Town of Walpole. 

The Board of Appeals has jurisdiction 
over appeals from rulings of administrative 
officials of the Town made under the Zoning 
By-Laws. The Board has the authority to 
grant Special Permits and variances from 
terms of applicable Zoning By-Laws in 
certain instances. All applications for Site 
Plan Approval are heard by the Board of 
Appeals. The Board holds public hearings for 
all applicants after due notice of such hearing 
is published in the newspaper and abutters 
are notified. 

During 1985 the Board heard 83 cases 
which resulted in the following decisions: 


15 Site Plan Approvals granted 
1 Site Plan Approval Amended 
1 Modification to a Site Plan Approval 
36 Special Permits granted 
30 Variances granted 
12 Variances denied 


After public hearings, 6 applications were 
withdrawn. Seven (7) applicants appeared 
before the Board and after public hearings 
were held, it was determined that variances/ 
permits were not required. 

The Board normally meets on the first 
and third Wednesday of each month, but due 
to the heavy workload during 1985, 25 
meetings were held to conduct public hearings 
and 5 workshop meetings were held. A 
number of cases were complex and required 
submission of revised plans and/or additional 
information for use by the Board for con- 
tinued hearings. 
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All meetings of the Board are open to 
the public. When the Board has reached a 
decision on any matter, the decision is writ- 
ten and filed with the Town Clerk and 
Building Inspector. Copies of the decision are 
also furnished to abutters and anyone else 
who requests it and furnishes name and 
address, and to various departments and 
boards of the Town as appropriate. 

Recent action of Town Meeting in which 
articles relating to water protection and 
growth control measures were passed, will 
create an additional workload for the Board 
of Appeals in 1986. Compliance with the 
provisions of these articles will require either 
hearings, investigations or findings by the 
Board as many of the issues passed will be- 
come the responsibility of. the Board of 
Appeals. It is anticipated that an already 
heavy workload will be further intensified 
and may require additional staff. 

During 1985, the secretary to the Board 
resigned and the Board has been unable to 
find a replacement at the salary schedule in 
effect. Our negotiations with the Personnel 
Board have not as yet produced a salary 
which will attract a competent secretary, 
therefore, we are presently employing a sec- 
retary on a temporary contractual basis. We 
are working to have the position reevaluated 
and upgraded in the hopes that the situation 
can be resolved to the satisfaction of this 
Board and the Town. The Board cannot 
function without the services of a competent 
secretary with administrative skills to handle 
the duties and responsibilities of the office as 
mandated by Chapter 40A, Massachusetts 
General Laws. 

The Board consists of five regular 
members and four associate members who are 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 


PROTECTION OF PERSONS 
AND PROPERTY 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Walpole Police Department is 
pleased to submit this report for the year 
1985. 

On May 31, 1985, Patrolman Stanley J. 
Hayward retired from the police depart- 
ment after thirty three years of service to 
the community. We certainly wish him the 
very best in his retirement. 

Three new members were appointed to 
the department to fill existing vacancies. 
On March 11, 1985, Patrolman William P. 
Djerf was appointed to the department, 
followed by Patrolman Timoth A. Songin 
who was appointed on April 15, 1985. The 
department made history when, after several 
attempts, the first female police officer was 
appointed. On August 26, 1985 Patrolman 
Joette E. Robin was appointed as a patrol- 
man. All three members attended and suc- 
cessfully completed a basic police recruit 
training program. 

The South Suburban Police Institute 
located in the Town of Foxboro and under 
the direction of the Massachusetts Criminal 
Justice Training Council has proven to be of 
great value and a huge success. Every police 


officer in the department was assigned and 
did attend a forty hour In-Service training 
program during the past year. 

In the fight against drunken driving, 
funding assistance in the acquisition of an 
Infra-red breath testing machine was made 
available through the Governor's Highway 
Safety Bureau. An application for such assis- 
tance was submitted to the above State 
agency and which resulted in the award of a 
three thousand dollar grant towards the 
purchase of a breath testing machine. 

Officers continued to attend various 
training programs and seminars throughout 
the year both in the area of law enforcement 
and emergency medical service. In addition, 
several officers attended Institutions of higher 
learning being enrolled in police related 
programs. 

| want to take this opportunity to 
commend all members of the police depart- 
ment for a job wel! done.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Walpole Fire Department is pleased 
to submit the following report of activities 
for the year 1985. Major renovations and 
additions to the Central Station authorized 
by the 1984 Fall Town Meeting, in the 
amount of $337,000 began in May and were 
essentially complete in November. Mr. Philip 
Winsor was the project architect and con- 
struction was under the guidance of the 
Permanent Building Committee, Mr. Ron 
Fucile, Chairman. Maintaining twenty-four 
hour fire department operations during 
construction was at times, very difficult, 
however, through the cooperation of the 
general contractor, Fairview Construction 
Company, we managed to keep a semblance 
of order throughout the project. 

The resulting benefits in space for ap- 
paratus, equipment, training and business 
offices is well appreciated. In addition, the 
new boiler and heating system, coupled with 
new insulated windows, doors and roofs, 
change the building to a much needed econ- 
omical and efficient unit. 

The department was pleased to host the 
Annual Night Before the Fourth Celebration 
after a years’ hiatus caused by the Downtown 
Drainage Construction Project. The event was 
well attended and appreciated and the depart- 


ment looks forward to continuing the tradi- 
tion in the years to come. 

We accepted and placed in service this 
year, the following apparatus.

As can be seen, we show a greatly in- 
creased activity in all forms of inspections 
due in no small part to the real estate market 
and very active building construction market. 

Fire Prevention and Safety continues to 
be very important, particularly with regard 
to sprinkler systems and building fire alarm 
systems. Fire Safety is especially importamt 
with regard to monitoring and regulating all 
tanks, above and below ground used in the 
storage of hazardous and flammable mater- 
ials. New Board of Health Regulations, Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts 527 CMR's and 
Board of Fire Prevention Regulations require 
a great deal of effort from this department 
regarding storage tanks.

As can be seen, we experienced an in- 
creased in woods fires due to a dry spring. 
The lightning storm on August 10th, resulted 
in eight calls, mainly for electrical problems. 
In addition we provided mutual aid to Nor- 
wood for a serious building fire. Hurricane 
Gloria found us adequately prepared for any 
eventuality due to timely pre-planning insti- 
tuted by Town Administration. Fortunately 
we were spared serious damage or fire, al- 
though we did respond to 66 calls for electri- 
cal fires, down wires, trees on houses, etc. 

The department experienced — several 
serious property loss fires including the 
Ba-Hia Restaurant in January, the Pub 99 
Restaurant in August, the Stop & Shop 
Recycling Facility in November and the 
former F.C. Browne Garage in October. 

There were 282 audible alarms, 225 of 
which were squad calls and 57 were box 
alarms. 

Firefighters Joseph Ciancarelli and Carl 
Silvernail were appointed to the permanent 
force on January 15, 1985, in order to fill 
two vacancies. On January 9, 1985, Fire- 
fighter Edward L. Hartmann, Jr., was pro- 
moted to the position of Lieutenant. 


FIRE ALARM MAINTENANCE 


This division continued with alarm box 
testing and repair pole line maintenance and 
repair, radio and intercom maintenance and 
daily circuit testing with proper record 
keeping. 

Relocation of alarm circuits for Cable- 
vision installation was completed in the 
spring. Many relocations throughout town 
were completed due to telephone company 
installations and the Edison Company pole 
replacement program. 


Much work was completed in conjunc- 
tion with the Route 1 reconstruction project 
at three affected intersections. This work is 
reimbursible by the Commonwealth.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


1985 was a most busy year that brought 
additional challenge to the Board of Health in 
its continuing efforts to promote health and 
prevent disease. 

In July, the position of Deputy Health 
Inspector was created to accommodate the 
increasing work load on the department. 
Robin Chapell was chosen to fill this new 
position. Robin holds a Masters Degree from 
Harvard School of Public Health, and should 
be a strong asset to the department in carry- 
ing out a wide range of responsibilities. 

There was also a change in Board Mem- 
bers this past year as George Rudolph retired 
after several terms and was replaced by Mary 
Dolan Ciapciak. Richard Giusti came on 
board as an associate member. Both new 
members should be valuable assets to the 
Board of Health. 

With the growing concern for protecting 
our drinking water resources and the environ- 
ment in general, the Board of Health pro- 
mulgated several new regulations. 

The Regulation to Prevent Leaking of 
Underground Fuel and Chemical Storage 
Systems requires that all owners of such shall 
file with the Board of Health, the size, type, 
age, location, and type of material stored. 
Volumes shall be accurately recorded and 
tanks tested periodically. Tanks over 20 
years old shall be removed. Installation of 
underground tanks in aquifer areas will be 
prohibited. 
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The Regulation to Control Toxic and 
Hazardous Materials requires that all indus- 
tries using, storing, or manufacturing any of 
said materials must register with the Board of 
Health, the types, quantities, location, and 
method of storage. In conjunction with the 
Right-to-Know Law, the department is also 
requesting Material Safety Data Sheets from 
the industries on all materials in order to 
better assess the potential health and safety 
hazards. 


The Regulation to Construct a Private 
Well was adopted to ensure that citizens who 
did not have access to Town water would be 
assured of good quality and quantity of 
drinking water. 

Hurricane Gloria created many head- 
aches especially at the local restaurant and 
food markets due to prolonged power out- 
ages. The Health Agent spent several days 
at almost 50 establishments in trying to 
assist in the condemnation and disposal of 
spoiled food and dairy products. 


The investigation of fires in food service 
establishments became increasingly critical as 
several establishments experienced smoke and 
water damage as well as loss of refrigeration. 
Fires have become a special area of concern, 
particularly due to food contamination 
dangers. 

Once again the incredible amount of new 
building in town saw the Health Agent 


spending much time in the field observing per- 
colation tests and inspecting septic systems. 

The Deputy Health Inspector was rele- 
gated to spending most of her time in the 
local industrial community enforcing the 
Underground Fuel Storage and Toxic/Haz- 
ardous Material regulations as well as gath- 
ering information in compliance with the 
Massachusetts Right-To-Know Law. 

The addition of a new computer termi- 
nal to the department should be a big help 
in inventorying of all these materials. 


Water has been well documented as a 
vehcile for disease transmission. Consequently 
the department placed greater emphasis 
this year on proper sanitation and safety 
practices at all public/semi-public swimming 
pools. The department spent much time 
inspecting and upgrading these facilities in 
1985. 

The goal of housing inspections re- 
mained constant — to insure housing that is 
dry, warm, safe, clean, and free from toxic 
substances or disease carrying vectors such 
as insects and rodents. To be fit for habita- 
tion, housing units must have adequate living 
space, light, water, adequate plumbing and 
sanitary facilities as well as areas for food 
storage and preparation. Throughout the year 
a number of complaints relating to housing 
were received and investigated. 

The need for a good preventive health 
program has long been widely recognized. As 
part of this program, the Town contracts with 
the Visiting Nurses Association. This contract 
provides for public health nurses to investi- 
gate reports of communicable diseases, to 
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staff ongoing clinics and to attend specialized 
health immunization/screening clinics. 
Furthering the prevention concept is the 
use of vaccines and biologicals. The Board, in 
concert with the State, provides a wide 
variety of biological supplies including vac- 
cines and diagnostic test kits to Walpole 
physicians, school department, pediatrics 
clinic, and industrial medical departments. 
The department makes every effort to 
investigate all legitimate complaints. Follow- 
up action varies from the issuance of order 
letters to the seeking of court complaints.

The Walpole Area Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation increased its health promotion visits 
which include maternal child health visits by 
7% in 1985. The increase was due to more 
older individuals needing followup care due 
to ineligibility under Medicare regulations. 
In addition more individuals received flu 
shots in 1985. 

The Town of Walpole subsidizes our 
health promotion visits to the chronically 
ill and the elderly. This service is essential in 
helping to maintain these individuals in their 
homes. In addition, The Walpole Area Visiting 
Nurse Association provides appropriate follow- 
up for certain communicable diseases as 
mandated by the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health. 

While our Maternal-Child Health pro- 
gram continues to provide visits to new- 
borns and their families, our inexpensive 
classes have grown substantially due to our 
personalized approach. A new service that we 
are providing to supplement this program is 
an infant car seat rental service for assisting 
all individuals with the transporting of in- 


fants. This service started in December 1985 
through a grant from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. 

A major component of our clinic services 
are the weekly Senior Citizen Health Clinics 
which are still held every Monday at the 
Senior Center. In addition, other clinics are 
held monthly at Neponset View Terrance on 
the third Friday of the month and at Dia- 
mond Pond Terrace on the second Wednesday 
of the month. During these clinics, a well- 
rounded program of health education is 
supplemented by blood pressure and weight 
monitoring as well as personalized diet and 
medication counseling. These services are 
also available during office hours at the 
Walpole office on Monday, Tuesday and 
Friday mornings between 9 A.M. and 10 A.M.

COUNCIL ON 


As the number of our citizens over age 
60 continues to grow, the role of the Council 
on Aging becomes increasingly important. 
Using the 1980 census figures (as required 
by law), Walpole has 2,379 citizens over the 
age of 60; of the number, 1,390 were in some 
way receiving services from the Walpole 
Council On Aging. 

It is the goal of Walpole's Council On 
Aging to respond to the needs and wishes as 
expressed by older citizens rather than to 
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hypertension and colorectal cancer were also 
offered for residents of Walpole in 1985. 

The agency's ‘comprehensive home 
health services include skilled nursing, per- 
sonal care by home health aides; physical, 
occupational and speech therapies, case man- 
agement and medical social workers. While 
these services are usually reimbursed by third 
party payments such as Medicare, Medicaid 
and private health insurance, the Walpole 
Area Visiting Nurse Association continues 
to provide these services to ALL Walpole 
residents regardless of their ability to pay. 

As we begin a new year of service, we 
would like to thank those local physicians and 
community organizations who worked closely 
with our agency in 1985. Most of all we 
appreciate the support and sensitivity of 
Walpole's town officials who assist us in 
our efforts to better serve the residents of 
Walpole. 


AGING 


merely administer the laws and regulations 
as set forth by the State and Federal authori- 
ties. We actively encourage the participation 
of those we wish to serve. Towards those 
ends, a variety of programs and services 
are offered throughout the course of the year 
the multipurpose Senior Center: profession- 
al advice and assistance is offered in such 
areas as medical, legal, and financial; there is 
an active exercise program available and a 
variety of social programs including line 
dancing and craft activities. 

The Nutrition Program run under the 
auspices of King Philip Elder Services, Inc. 
and managed by Mrs. Conchita Geyer is 
widely utilized both at the mealsite and 
through home delivered meals with a total of 
18,200 meals served in 1985. 

Through the efforts of the Friends of 
the Walpole Council On Aging, Inc., a new 
van and automobile were purchased. The 
car was used to provide transportation to 
medical appointments for 296 citizens; the 
van mileage was 12,248 miles with a passen- 
ger load of 5,485. The "Friends" organiza- 
tion, also, covers the mailing of newsletters 
using their non-profit rate. 


The Council is especially gratified by 
the efforts of our Outreach worker whose 
function it is to be sure that all citizens who 
are eligible for services are aware of the 
programs and services to which they are 
entitled. We are pleased to report that every 
effort is made to get funding other than 
through taxes. Our discretionary grants and 
formula grants are used to help fund the 


DEPARTMENT OF 


Due to the financial situation. and 
economy of today, this creates a difficulty 
for the veterans who are unemployed. Our 
office is open on a full time basis to aid these 
veterans and their dependants. We have a 
human services budget of $17,515.00 for this 
purpose which is much lower than previous 
years. With the new system that has been 
implemented with through screening and 
investigation this has made a financial im- 
provement for the Town.

Veterans's Services has another function 
which is to help veterans and their depen- 
dents apply for Federal Benefits. These 
services include the preparation of applica- 
tions for Widow and Childrens Pensions, 
Burial Allowances, Service Connected Com- 
pensation, Non-Service Connected Pensions, 
Grave Markers, Change of Address, Educa- 
tional Benefits, Hospitalization, and Eligi- 
bility Verification Reports. 


NORFOLK MENTAL HEALTH ASSOCIATION, INC. 


Through its partnership with the Norfolk 
Mental Health Association, the Town of Wal- 
pole is able to guarantee its residents — child- 
ren, youth and adults — access to an inte- 
grated network of quality outpatient mental 
health services. Town contribution enables 
Cutler Counseling Center, a comprehensive 
clinic sponsored by the Association with 
limited support from the State Department of 
Mental Health, to provide a wide range of 
outpatient counseling services to citizens who 
need them at fees based on their ability to 
pay. | 

The Norfolk Mental Health Association 
is a private non-profit corporation, governed 
by a citizen Board of Directors who represent 
each of the twelve towns in its service area: 
Canton, Dedham, Foxborough, Medfield, 
Millis, Norfolk, Norwood, Plainville, Sharon, 
Walpole, Westwood and Wrentham. 

The major programs of NMHA avail- 
able to Walpole residents are: CUTLER 
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COUNSELING CENTER, which has a large 
multi-disciplinary staff serving individuals, 
couples and families. Services include evalua- 
tion, referral, treatment, educational and 
support groups (e.g. Widowed Lifeline, Gym 
Program for Children, Social Rehabilitation, 
Divorce-Separation Workshops, Stress Man- 
agement), children and adolescent groups, 
parent-toddler groups, as well as consultation 
and training services to community agencies, 
schools, and local industries; SUPERVISED 
APARTMENT PROGRA\M, a residential pro- 
gram providing supervised living for deinsti- 
tutionalized mentally ill/mentally retarded 
adults; PROJECT HIRE, a sheltered voca- 
tional rehabilitation facility for people with 
emotional, developmental or physical handi- 
caps. Programs include diagnostic evaluations, 
electronic skill training, work adjustment 
training and counseling, sheltered long-term 
employment, and transitional employment 
and job placement; CASE-AIDE AND PAR- 


ENT-AIDE PROGRAMS, offering trained and 
supervised volunteer aides who provide one- 
to-one help to clients in the community, 
families and individuals in crisis, victims of 
domestic violence, parents at risk of abusing 
and neglecting their children, isolated elderly; 
INTERGENERATIONAL CARE PROGRAM, 
providing the opportunity for elderly resi- 
dents in a Nursing Home to participate in 
providing group child * care to pre-school 
children from families experiencing stress, 
simultaneously giving respite and support to 
the parents; COMMUNITY EDUCATION 
AND INFORMATION, offering publication 
of an informative newsletter, The Reporter, 
to every home in the service area, speakers for 
community meetings, workshops, consulta- 
tion and educational materials. 


Hurricane Gloria 


During fiscal year 1985, Cutler Counsel- 
ing Center provided direct services to ap- 
proximately 614 people from Walpole. The 
total value of these services was $102,000 of 
which the town of Walpole allocated $9,200. 

In the past year, people from Walpole 
who came to use for assistance were often 
referred by friends, neighbors or family, may 
have read our newspaper, or were referred 
by clergy, school, physicians or community 
agencies. The most common requests for 
help concerned such problems as depression 
and anxiety, difficulties in marriage or family 
relationships, school or behavior-related 
problems, alcohol or drug abuse, work-related 
problems, and acute or chronic mental illness. 

The Norfolk Mental Health Association 
Board of Directors include Robert Bassett, 
Roy Belcher, Mary Lawrence from Walpole.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Conservation Commissions are _ estab- 
lished by cities and towns by authority of 
the Massachusetts General Laws for the 
promotion and development of the natural 
resources of the town and the protection of 
its watershed resources. The Walpole Con- 
servation Commission presently consists of 
seven members: Chairman, William P. Golding, 
Vice Chairman and Treasurer, John Wiley, 
Joseph A. Vitelli, Donna Munafo, Charles 
Hede, Virginia Fettig, Dwight D. Perkins, and 
One associate member, James D. O'Brien. 
Roger Turner, Jr., a regular member, re- 
signed during 1985. Members are appointed 
by the Board of Selectmen for staggered 
three-year terms. Any citizen interested in 
becoming a regular or associate member is 
encouraged to contact the Board of Select- 
men. 

The Commission may acquire land, or 
restrictions on land use, by purchase or gift 
for purposes of conservation and proper use, 
including passive recreation of open spaces. 
It maintains tracts through many of the 
properties which it controls and maps of these 
trails are available at the Walpole Public 
Library. 

Under the Inland Wetlands Protection 
Act, Mass. Gen. Laws C.131, S. 40, any 
person intending to do work which affects 
wetlands and/or groundwater supplies must 
file a notice with the Commission, which 
must hold a public hearing within twenty-one 
days of receipt of the notice. The Commis- 
sion must issue an Order of Conditions either 
approving the project, as submitted, approv- 
ing the project with such conditions as it 
deems necessary for the protection of wet- 
lands, or denying the project. 

The Town of Walpole has enacted its 
own wetlands bylaw, which imposes duties 
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upon the Commission similar to those im- 
posed by the Massachusetts statute and 
regulations enacted thereunder by DEOE. 
The Commission has adopted the practice of 
holding one public hearing only, which 
satisfies the requirements of both state and 
local law. It may however, issue a more 
restrictive order of conditions under the 
local bylaw than under the State regula- 
tions, but does not usually do so. 

A person intending to do such work 
should contact the Secretary of the Com- 
mission at the Commission office in Town 
Hall, 668-5400, ext. 302. Such a person 
should also be alerted to Army Corp. of 
Engineers regulations regarding dumping of 
fill in water, and Walpole Zoning Bylaws, 
particularly regarding work in a flood hazard 
area. 

The Commission meets regularly on the 
second and fourth Wednesday of each month 
at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Hall. 

Between meetings, members familiarize 
themselves with pending projects by on-site 
inspections. The Commission is empowered 
to issue enforcement orders and/or levy fines 
if it finds that work has been done improp- 
erly, either because the person failed to file 
with the Commission, or because the work is 
in violation of an Order of Conditions. 

In 1985 several parcels of land were 
donated to the Town for conservation pur- 
poses, and negotiations are ongoing for the 
possible purchase of further significant 
parcels. 

Scott Silvi of Walpole refurbished one 
of the tracts under the Commission's jurisdic- 
tion as an Eagle Scout project. 

The Commission is grateful for the able 
assistance of Assistant Town Engineer Mark 
Ryan. 


TOWN SERVICES 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


HIGHWAY & PARK DIVISION 


The Highway section is responsible for 
the maintenance of streets, sidewalks, storm 
drains, traffic signs, and snow & ice control 
operations. A total length of five (5) miles 
of the following streets were prepared and 
resurfaced with liquid asphalt and stone: 
Forrest Road, Hartshorn Road, Grover Street, 
Lake Avenue, Peach Street, Woodard Road, 
Woodruff Road, Smith Avenue, Laurel Lane, 
Old West Street, Granite Street, Thornell 
Road, Woodland Road, Brook Lane, Grant 
Avenue, June Street, Plymouth Lane, and 
Puritan Place. Other highway work performed 
during the year is as follows: mechanical 
sweeping of all streets, bituminous concrete 
patching of pot holes and utility trenches, and 
application of approximately 63 miles of 


pavement markings by contract. Storm 
drainage maintenance work included the 
annual cleaning of approximately 3000 


catchbasins under contract, repairs to eighty 
(80) catchbasins and manholes, rodding of 
obstructed drain lines and selected ditching 
work, and approximately 1,000 feet of drain 
pipe laid. A total of 260 traffic and street 
signs were made or purchased and installed. 

The Park section maintains more than 
100 acres of parks, lawns, and athletic playing 
fields. This work includes the application of 
fertilizer, lime grass seed, weed control 
chemicals, field line marking and grass mow- 
ing on aregular scheduled basis. Other miscel- 
laneous work includes collection of litter 
from all public ways, playing areas, and bi- 
weekly rubbish collections from _ certain 
buildings and trash receptacles, cutting of 
grass and brush along roadways, mainten- 
ance of trails, removal of brush from the 
Town Forest, planting of new trees, and 
removal of diseased and dead trees. 
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BUILDING MAINTENANCE DIVISION 


The Building Maintenance Division is 
generally responsible for repair and upkeep, 
capital improvements, proper operations of 
all electrical, plumbing and heating, and 
ventilation systems in all public buildings. 

Energy conservation and vandalism pre- 
vention measures are a prime consideration, 
and to this end we are constantly updating 
our knowledge and applying same to various 
problems.

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D.P.W. MAINTENANCE DIVISION 


The D.P.W. Maintenance Division is 
responsible for the repair and maintenance on 
all Town-owned vehicles and miscellaneous 
equipment, excluding fire engines. 

Regularly scheduled maintenance was 
performed on fifty motorized pieces of 
equipment operated by the Department of 
Public Works, Water and Sewer, Highway, 
Park and Cemetery Departments; nine auto- 
mobiles assigned to various Town depart- 
ments, eight police cruisers, Town ambulance, 
Animal Control vehicle, Civil Defense van, 
Civil Defense ambulance, and 4 x 4 truck, 
Senior Citizens's van and sedan, and one Fire 
Department automobile. Also maintained 
were the auxiliary engines at the six water 
pumping stations, two booster stations, and 
the Water Treatment Plant and all other 
miscellaneous D.P.W. equipment including 
sewer rodders, centrifugal and diaphram 
pumps, natural gas and diesel engines, port- 
able generators, welders, flail and rotary 
mowers. 

Major repair work performed last year 
included three clutch jobs, five transmission 
overhauls, eighteen brake jobs, three paint 
jobs, three timing chains, and five engine 
overhauls on vehicles and five on auxiliary 
units; also, the painting and sand blasting of 
all snow plows and sander units. Welding 
repairs were also made on sanders, snow 
plows and frames, sidewalk tractors, back- 
hoes and loaders. 

New equipment purchased was inspected 
for compliance to Town specifications and 
prepared for operation. Emphasis placed on 
preventive and routine maintenance has 
continued and proven to be cost effective. As 
a result of our regular scheduled maintenance 
program there have been fewer breakdowns 
and less vehicle downtime. Major repair 
expenses both in terms of supply and parts 
and labor have been kept to a minimum. 


WATER & SEWER DIVISION 


In the year 1985, the Sewer and Water 
Department has seen a series of events which 
helped in preparing it for future years. 

One of the major events was an Aquifer 
Study of the Town identifying all Aquifers 
within town limits, evaluating the amount of 
water available for each one, to allow for a 
more controlled growth of the division. From 
this study, we decided to increase the Town's 
pumping capabilities by additional wells. 
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The first one to be completed is Mine Brook 
No. 5 which should be on line in the summer 
of 1986. This will help prevent water bans 
such as occurred in 1985. 

The department underwent a manage- 
ment change with the leaving of the Assistant 
Superintendent for another position and the 
filling of that vacancy with Richard E. Matt- 
son, former Water System Technician for the 
Town. 

Quality of the Walpole water produced 
from School Meadow Brook is currently 
being improved by the injection of hydrated 
lime for pH and corrosion control. In the 
Mine Brook Aquifer, we are presently revital- 
izing the treatment plant to improve the 
water quality. 

The amount of water produced from 
both aquifers is 869,994,044 million gallons. 
Of that amount, 74% was accounted for and, 
to improve that figure, the Town began a 
multi-year accuracy testing program to 
verify accuracy of all large and privately- 
owned meters, the first phase of the program 
found 29 million gallons not previously billed. 

Other changes occurred in the billing 
system increasing the number of bills to the 
consumer to a total of 4 per year. 

In conclusion, 1985 has been a progres- 
sive year for the department with 1986 
dislaying more challenges for the sewer and 
water division. 

| extend my gratitude to the citizens of 
the Town and all Sewer and Water Employees 
for the cooperation and help in 1985 with 
anticipation for a positive year in 1986.

RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The Walpole Recreation Department has 
attempted to satisfy the needs of the citizens 
of the Town through its various programs and 
activities. 

The summer season continues to be the 
departments most active season. Red Cross 
swimming lessons are the mainstay of the 
summer program as 191 children received 
their certificates. The Swim Team also proved 
to be a very popular activity. The Girls Soft- 
ball League continued to grow in popularity 
as well. There was a total of 224 girls involved 
forcing additional teams to be added, bringing 
the total number of teams to 14. The tennis 
program and playground at Blackburn Hall 
were also very well attended. 

During the winter and fall seasons our 
programs continued to flourish. The depart- 
ment offered Ice Skating lessons at Canton, 


a twelve week Gymnastic program at the 
Academy of Dance Education & Gymnastics, 
an instructional Basketball program and the 
fall/winter session for our five Swim Teams. 

Another program that deserves partic- 
ular mention is the Special Recreation Camp 
that is held during the summer. The campers 
participate in a variety of activities that 
promote cooperative group behavior as well 
as teaching the campers skills that can be 
used in daily tasks. Arts and crafts, field 
trips, and swimming are among the many 
activities offered to the campers. 

Thanks to the employees and volunteers 
who administered these programs, The 
Recreation Department has attempted to 
provide a varied and well organized program 
for the enjoyment of all tne citizens of 
Walpole. 


INSPECTOR OF WEIGHTS & MEASURES

The net cost of operating this depart- 
ment for the entire year amounted to 
$2,031.60 or approximately 10 cents per 
Walpole resident per year. 


ANIMAL INSPECTOR 


All premises where livestock is kept 
have been visited and inspected and comply 
with the regulations set forth by the Division 
of Animal Health. 

All new animals from outside the state, 
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entering herds, have been examined. 

All reported dog bites have been in- 
vestigated and quarantine regulations carried 
out. 

No positive cases of rabies were found. 


BUILDING INSPECTOR/ZONING ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


Construction activity set new records 
for 1985 with total permits up 15% to 573, 
single family house construction went up 
30%, multi-family construction 200%, and 
commercial construction up 50%. As shown 
by these figures, Walpole experienced sub- 
stantial growth in all areas with single family 
and multi-family housing construction keep- 
ing the department extremely busy. Many 
commercial projects were also started during 
the past year which brought greater chal- 
lenges and satisfaction to the department, 
some being the start of two gymnasium 
complexes located at Longview Farm and the 
Christian Life Center, a facelifting and new 
occupancy of the former Fernandes Plaza on 
Main Street, the addition of Major Corp. on 
Industrial Road, and the continued conver- 
sion of the Fales Complex into a Mall. 

During the past year our Deputy Build- 
ing Inspector, Mr. Bill Flynn, passed away. 
Bill served the Town as Deputy Building 
Inspector during different periods over the 
past ten years. His knowledge, pleasant 
personality, and dedication to the job and 
the Town of Walpole will be sorely missed. 

On January 1, 1986, Mr. Peter Prevett, 
a local building contractor, became our new 
Deputy Building Inspector. He brings with 
him thirty years of knowledge and exper- 
tise in the building trade and is a fine addi- 
tion to our staff. 


Annual inspections of all public as- 
embly buildings as required under Massachu- 
setts General Law have been made along with 
the regular inspections of new construction, 
several persons have been referred to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals to seek relief from 
our local zoning laws, and all alleged zoning 
violations have been investigated, some 
leading to litigation in both District and 
Superior Courts. 

At this time | would like to thank my 
staff for their continued professionalism in 
the performance of their duties. 


GAS INSPECTOR 


Three hundred eighty-one applications 
were filed for gas permits during the calendar 
year of 1985, several being in conjunction 
with building permits. All complaints were 
investigated, including those in collaboration 


with the Building Inspector, Plumbing Inspec- 
tor and the Health Agent.

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PLUMBING INSPECTOR 


Six hundred three plumbing applications 
were filed for plumbing permits during the 
calendar year of 1985, and all complaints 
received were investigated.

WIRING INSPECTOR

Your Street Name Committee has been 
working behind the scenes keeping up the 
extensive construction in town.

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eration from this Board. Our Committee has 
provided them with a list of acceptable street 
names which they make available to builders. 
Any name presented to us is thoroughly 
researched to the best of our ability before 
approval. 


WALPOLE CABLE TELEVISION ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The role of the Walpole Cable Tele- 
vision Advisory Committee is to report to 
the Issuing Authority (Board of Selectmen) 
on a regular basis as to the operations and 
performance of Massachusetts Cablevision, 
Inc. in the Town of Walpole. The Committee 
is available to hear unresolved complaints of 
subscribers (in accordance with Sec. 24 of 
the Issuing Authority's Final License dated 
July 10, 1984.) 

The Committee also investigated benefits 
of a "non-profit corporation" to better over- 
see the local origination funding as well as 
to promote participation of residents of 
Walpole in local origination programming. 

Massachusetts Cablevision reported in 
May, 1985 that the wiring of the town was 
substantially completed. The Advisory Com- 


Washington Green 
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mittee interpreted this to mean that the 
agreed upon two year rate freeze would begin 
in that month. Since the construction of the 
studio was not completed at this time, the 
Advisory Committee wrote a letter and 
appeared before the Issuing Authority to 
recommend that the rate freeze not begin 
until the studio was completed and ready 
for operation. 

The Committee visited Massachusetts 
Cablevision's Foxborough studio on June 12 
to review the differences between a mobile 
studio van and a portable modular studio as 
specified in the license agreement. It was 
voted to request the license be changed to 
provide the Town of Walpole with a mobile 
studio van. This was agreed to by the Issuing 
Authority and Massachusetts Cablevision.

EDUCATION 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Walpole School Committee experienced a 
grevious loss with the death of Dr. Dorothea Kunde. 
Dr. Kunde was serving her fourth term on the Com- 
mittee and her second as Chairperson. Her dedication 
to the children of Walpole is exemplified in the many 
quality programs she supported and championed 
within the system. This is her legacy to the Town and 
the generations of children to come. 


The School Committee negotiated a new three 
year Teachers’ Contract that was impacted by the 
passage of State Legislation, Chapter 188, aimed at 
educational reform. This legislation provided the 
funds for the minimum teacher’s salary to be raised 
to $18,000 per year. On the endorsement of the 
School Committee, this section of Chapter 188 with 
its guaranteed funding was accepted by the Fall, 
1985 Town Meeting. This legislation contained other 
sections which the School Committee has endorsed 
and instructed the Superintendent to pursue. 


The Walpole School Committee continued to 
develop and endorse programs relating to the curri- 
culum needs of the system. This resulted in reorgani- 
zing the administrative structure by creating Curricu- 
lum Co-ordinators for Grades K-12. These department 
heads will supervise the implementation of the 
structured curriculum by weekly visits to the class- 
rooms in each school. 


The increasing population at the elementary 
levels was addressed in a series of meetings by the 
School Committee and as a result, a new configura- 
tion for our educational programs will begin in Sept- 


ember, 1986. Fisher and Old Post Road Schools will 
house K-3 with Bird and Johnson Middle Schools 
servicing Grades 4-8. This is seen as a solution to the 
continuing growth in the number of students through 
the end of the decade. New construction in Town has 
had a significant impact at the elementary levels and 
no definitive demographic chart can be formulated 
that has credence beyond this time.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


During the year 1985, which encompasses parts 
of two school and fiscal years, the Walpole School 
system reflects in its constant change the vibrancy of 
any institution servicing the public. These changes 
are directed by external groups stating their needs 
and the concomitant reaction by the school system 
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at developing means to address then. Our mission is 
quality education with the involvement of all stu- 
dents, staff and parents. This co-operative spirit 
exists and enables the following programs to be part 
of our curricula: 


OLD POST ROAD SCHOOL 


1985 was a banner year at Old Post Road School. 
Special assemblies included: Reading Champions 
Awards, Professional Mime performance, Dangers of 
Marijuana (Grade 4), New England Conservatory of 
Music Stringed Ensemble, Concerts by O.P.R. Band, 
Chcrus, and Stringed Instruments, Walpole High 
School Show Choir, New England Song and Dance 
Company, and Hamstead Players from New Hamp- 
shire. 


Other highlights were Dr. Bickford's visit to pre- 
sent Massachusetts Art Awards for vision posters, 
teacher Birgit Aron’s slide talks on Minnesota, Dr. 
Lusty’s talk to parents on ‘‘Stress,’’ and the Craft 
Fair. Also: Open House in the new section (former 
kitchen) for O.P.R. tamilies, visit by Susan Flem- 
ing (author of childrens’ books), visit by Walpole 
veterinarian Dr. Marks, Grandparents’ Day, and 
trips to Greater Boston Youth Symphony Orchestra 
Concert, George’s Island, and the Freedom Trail. 


Special programs included “‘‘What’s It Like’’ 
on the handicapped, Walpole High School Child 
Development students in classes, Junior Great Books, 
Bus Safety, Piano Club, and TEC Challenges involv- 
ing creative work. 


Many of the O.P.R. Staff have taken a compu- 
ter course during the year. 


Parents have been very active helping in class- 
rooms, Media Center, special programs, Field Day, 
and the annual Craft Fair. 


1985 AT THE FISHER SCHOOL

would include:

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Staff Appreciation Tea, J-Shirt Day, Love Your 
Lunch, K Lunch, Open House, Sunday at Fisher 
(Frolic), Book Fair, Craft Fair, B. & T. Challenge, 
Nutcracker Ballet, Youth Concerts at the B.S.O., 
the Call-in-Program, Media Aides, P.A.L. tutors, 
etc. 


A field trip agenda which sees our children 
visit, away from school, sites which include: Trail- 
side Museum, Make Way for Ducklings (Boston 
Garden), Macomber Farms, N.E. Repertory Theatre, 
Children’s Museum of South Dartmouth, and ending 
with the Museum of Fine Arts. 


JOHNSON MIDDLE SCHOOL — 1985 


Encompassing grades 5 through 8, Johnson © 


Middle School in 1985 continued to give focus to 


basic skill components in five major academic areas © 


with a blending of numerous exploratory subjects in 
related arts. This mix of basic skills and student ex- 
ploration is typical of better middle schools and is 
consistent with the system philosophy that our edu- 
cational program should provide for the uniqueness, 
interests and creativity of early adolescents. 


With the continuing decline in student popula- 
tion, the school year 1985-86 saw the reduction in 
staff of four teachers, a reduction that led to larger 
classes in grades 7 and 8 but below 30, a critical num- 
ber for best educational results. The plan to move 
grade 4 to the middle schools next year should bring 
fuller utilization of staff and building facilities to 
507 youngsters, an expected increase of 82 students. 


The year 19&5 also saw increased emphasis on 
career education in the eighth grade with stucients 
examining their occupational interests, exploring al- 
lied fields, arriving at realistic career choices, anc 
planning the necessary courses in the years to come. 


A cornputer research and developrient commit- 
tee, which included four Johnson teachers, worked 
last summer to give nevy direction to the computer 
programs in the middle schools. The main area of 
concentration is now placed on teaching problem 
solving by student use of word processing, data 
bases, graphics, spreadsheets, and simulations. It was 
encouraging to notice more and more Johnson teach- 
ers were integrating computers into other areas of 
the curriculum; we look forward to the day when a 
computer will become a regular teaching tocl in every 
classroom. 


One of the mose gratifying aspects of 1985 was 
the increased presence of parents working in the 
building. They were to be seen running off material 


in the office, serving as aides in media and the comfu- 
ter lab, organizing fund raisers for grades 6 and 8 
field trips, acting as chaperones on trips and at dances, 
Operating a parent call-in program each day for ab- 
sent students, conducting art classes in the Docent 
Program and serving on the Parent Advisary Council. 
Several dozen parents were given recognition at a 
luncheon in June for their services to Johnson Middle 
School. We hope to expand parent participation in 
the educational process even further in the coming 
year. 


BIRD MIDDLE SCHOOL 


During the 1985 calendar year we had a P.A.C. 
sponsored Silent Auction which was the focus of our 
school community activity during the Spring of 1985 
culminating in a most successful parent, teacher and 
student fund raiser. Proceeds will be used to fund 
school related activities for the 1985-86 school year. 


There were many student highlights during the 
year, such as our new Apple Computer Center where 
all our students receive at least 20 class periods on its 
use and application, as well as its being used for after 
school activities and P.A.C.E. groups. Another suc- 
cessful student activity was our annual school musi- 
cal, Oliver. This production involved over 200 
members of our student body in its preparation and 
performance and was well received by parent and 
student audiences. 


Our academic endeavors continue as we pre- 
pare for the September 1987 inclusion of Grade 4 in 
our building. Transition Committees have been 
formed and preparations are on-going with the par- 
ticipation of staff and parents. 


HIGH SCHOOL REVIEW OF THE YEAR — 1985 


The school year of 1985 saw Walpole High 
School continue to make its presence known as one 
of the top schoois in the Commonwealth academi- 
cally and extra-curricularly. 


In February, two students, Terrence Rooney 
and Mark Wilson, were named two of the 13,500 
finalists within the National Merit Scholarship Pro- 
gram. Nine students received commendation status 
in the National Merit Scholarship Test, finishing in 
the top 35,000 students, or 5% nation-wide, taking 
the test. Those students were: Adam Burch, David 
Feltquate, David Fish, Stephen Manzelli, John Me- 
dailleu, Dennis Meehan, Jeffrey Schnakenberg, Eric 
Shultz, and David Thwing. 
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This past Fall the Academic Decathlon Team, 
under the advisorship ot Charles Hardy, in its first 
year of participation, finished seventh out of thirty- 
six schools, to qualify for the State play-off in Feb- 
ruary. 


The past year saw our school continuing to fur- 
ther develop student leadership training with a Fall 
workshop involving class representatives and offi- 
cers. The Student Council achieved it’s most suc- 
cessful year organizing school activities and parti- 
cipation in community projects with money collected 
for needy children at Christmas and an all-time high 
of $1,400 raised for the starving people of Ethiopia. 


Art students had a banner year with five stu- 
dents being recognized in the Boston Globe Art 
Awards contest and three aspiring artists’ work was 
displayed at the Prudential Building in Boston during 
Youth Art Month. Various Music Department Per- 
forming groups brought prestige to their school 
through participation in the Berkley College of Mu- 
sic Jazz Ensemble Festival, Columbus Day Parade, 
Andover High School Marching Band Competition, 
WBZ's Children’s Hospital fund-raising project, and 
State Music Competitions. 


The New England Scholastic Press Association, 
Columbia Scholastic and American Scholastic Press 
Associations all recognized the Walpole High School 
Yearbook for its excellence. 


In sports the following athletic teams brought 
recognition to their school with their stellar perfor- 
mances: Girls’ Field Hockey, Bay State League Cham- 
pions and Division | State Champions; Girls’ Soccer, 
Eastern Mass. State Tournament; Girls’ Basketball, 
Eastern Mass. State Tournament; Girls’ Track, quali- 
fied for the State Tournament for the fifth consecu- 
tive year; Girls’ Softball, qualified for the Softball 
Tournament; Boys’ Football, Bay State League 
Champions; Cross-Country, Bay State League and 
Division Ill State Champions. 


In conclusion, newness and expansion best 
describe the 1985-86 school year with the selection 
of former Physical Ecucation Department Chair- 
person, Susan Brainard, to Vice Principal and the 
naming of Tom Banit as the Superintendent’s Liaison 
to the Honors’ Program, the successful development 
of a new Career Exploration Program for Juniors by 
guidance counsellor, Michael Kelly, and the comkined 
efforts of our Applied and Find Arts Departments 
with an end-of-the-year Arts Festival which featured 
work of their respective students.

TRI-COUNTY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT ~ 


The Tri-County Regional School District Com- 
mittee accepted with regret the resignation of two of 
its members: Timothy Greene (Sherborn) and Robert 
Riccio (North Attleboro). The new members are 
Arthur Green (Sherborn) and Vincent Hoye (North 
Attleboro). Mr. Hoye was familiar with the operation 
of Tri-County, having been a faculty member for sev- 
eral years. 


The elected officers were: John Hanley (See- 
konk) Chairman, Melvin Long (Norfolk) Vice-Chair- 
man, Louis E. Hoegler (Walpole) Secretary. John 
Hurley (Medway) was appointed Chairman of the 
Personnel & Policy Sub-Committee and Robert Rap- 
pa (Franklin) was appointed Chairman of the Budget 
Sub-Committee. In addition to chairing the Collec- 
tive Bargaining Sub-Committee, Albert Chouinard 
(Medfield) was named Chairman of the new Reform 
Review Sub-Committee. 


As in the past, the School Committee members 
continue to provide invaluable direction that lends 
itself to the constant improvement of the quality of 
education offered at Tri-County. The report that fol- 
lows substantiates that fact. 


ACADEMIC DEPARTMENT 

A close working relationship between academic 
and shop teachers has strengthened the curricula in all 
areas. Not only are the standards and college require- 
ments being met, but also relevancy and application 
are demonstrated in a practical way. 


The Math Department has offered a pre-calculus 
course to those seniors planning to attend a technical 
college. Students in the science classes were intro- 
duced to concepts of laser technology as well as an 
updated unit on solar energy. Because Halley’s Comet 
is a dramatic event occurring only once every 76 
years, a mini-course was also added to the science 
subjects this year. The Business Department contin- 
ued to work closely with the Distributive Education 
Department, adding the latest ‘‘state-of-the-art” 
software in word processing, accounting, and filing 
systems. 


TECHNICAL DEPARTMENT 


As technology continues to develop, the impor- 
tance of challenging the students in the technical 
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Courses becomes increasingly evident. Therefore, the 
seniors in Electronics have been introduced to the 
Advanced Placement course in Pascal with the expec- 
tation that they will be adequately prepared to deal 
with the sophisticated nature of the material. 


The emphasis and thrust of both technical and_ 
vocational programs has been to provide our students | 
with the competitive edge in the work force. The) 
Drafting and Graphic Arts curricula, along with Elec- 
tronics, have utilized more complicated software to. 
achieve that goal. Building upon the basic introduc: | 
tion last year to the CAD program and the Modular | 
Composition Systems, students have progressed rapid- | 
ly to programming those computers with an improved | 
degree of efficiency. 


VOCATIONAL DEPARTMENT ' 

The largest project undertaken by several voca- | 
tional trades is nearing completion. For the past two | 
years, the Carpentry, Masonry, Electrical and Plumb- | 
ing instructors and students have worked to restore | 
the Attleboro Falls Fire Barn. The brick foundation 
was repaired, and the old chimney was removed and | 
replaced by the masons. Plumbers have installed a 
totally new heating system including the furnace, © 
kitchen and restroom facilities. The exterior and in- 
terior office space was worked on by the electricians 
and carpenters, transforming the building into a mu-/ 
seum with the upper portion utilized by the North ' 
Attleboro/Plainville Chamber of Commerce. 


The Town of Millis hosted the state Little Lea-— 
gue playoffs last year and Tri-County participated in 
the preparation by repairing the two dugouts and | 
constructing a press booth above the concession } 
stand. 


SERVICE OCCUPATIONS 

Students enrolled in the Distributive Educa- 
tion program were involved in the opening of the 
Dean Cooperative Bank at Tri-County last March. 
Since it was the first bank in Norfolk County and the 
first cooperative bank to establish a school branch, 
the ribbon cutting ceremony was televised on the 
Channel 5 Evening news. Under the supervision of a 
Dean Cooperative Bank employee, junior and senior 
D.E. students have functioned as bank tellers, offer- 
ing to the customers full banking services. 


The Cosmetology Department also expanded 
its offerings to the students and to the public it 
serves. The State Board of Registration in Cosmeiol- 
ogy made an on-site examination and granted official 
approval for Tri-County to offer a 300-hour estheti- 
cian’s certification course. 


The nursery school, operating as an inherent 
part of the Child Care curriculum, continued to bea 
popular choice for mothers in the communities. The 
donation of a piano and the purchase of an autoharp 
expanded the musical dimensions of the program. 


The “‘Rainbow Room” enhanced their menu 
last year and offered its patrons a brunch on Fridays. 
In addition to the daily luncheon menu, a buffet was 
also introduced in order to broaden the students’ 
knowledge of the culinary arts. 


The staff and students in the technical and ser- 
vice areas are grateful for the support given to them 
by members of the towns. 


EARLY ADMISSIONS 

An agreement has been worked out between 
Tri-County and Massachusetts Bay Community Col- 
lege whereby qualified high school seniors will be 
allowed admission to the College during the second 
semester of their senior year. Qualifying students 
must be in the top ten percent of their class and will 
receive credits for graduation at Tri-County as well as 
credits for one full semester at Mass. Bay. They may 
continue to participate in Tri-County athletic teams, 
clubs and organizations and/or similar activities at 
the College. 


GRADUATION 

On June 2, 213 students were graduated in an 
impressive ceremony. Mr. Wayne Cottle, President of 
the Dean Cooperative Bank in Franklin was the fea- 
tured speaker and music was provided by the South- 
eastern Community Concert Band. Walpole students 
who received their diplomas are:

ADMISSIONS 

In September, 224 ninth grade students enroll- 
ed at Tri-County. Of that number, thirty-nine are 
Walpole residents. We are now educating 129 Walpole 
students out of a total enrollment of 874 district 
residents and 27 non-district (tuition) residents. 
The Town of Walpole’s rate of participation has been 
established at 14.76%. 


GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 

The lowest unemployment rate of any gradu- 
ating class was claimed by the Class of 1985. Of 
those 213 students, 54% found employment in their 
trade areas, 20% were employed in other areas, 15% 
were accepted into college and 6% entered the mili- 
tary service. The status of 3.5% is unknown. 


Tri-County was proud to have three Common- 
wealth scholars receiving $1000.00 each in scholar- 
ship money at graduation. A total of $18,000.00 was 
awarded to deserving seniors, whith one student re- 
ceiving full tuition to Central New England College. 


The Pupil Services Department administered 
the Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test, S.R.A. 
Achievement Tests, the Armed Services Vocational 
Aptitude Test Battery, and thie Massachusetts Basic 
Skills Tests. 


The Guidance Department also arranged for 
“Eddie Was Here’. This powerful true story depict- 
ing the tragedy of drug and alcohol abuse resulting 
in the loss of a 16 year old life was acted by Tri- 
County students. The entire student body viewed 
the performance and many returned with their par- 
ents in the evening. 


The Director of Pupil Services and the counsel- 
ors are in the process of scheduling tours, assemblies, 
and interviews to select the incoming Freshman Class 
for September 1986. 


SPECIAL NEEDS DEPARTMENT 
During the past year, Tri-County continued to 


offer a full range of special education programs under 
Chapter 766. 


The Department was the recipient of a Rainbow 
100 computer from Digital Equipment Corporation 
for use by the hearing impaired students attending 
Tri-County. Through the use of this computer, stu- 
dents enhanced their knowledge in several academic 
subjects — language arts, mathematics and chemistry 
to name a few. 


With the acquisition of a telephone modem, the 
special needs staff was placed on line with the Clark 
School for the Deaf. This access to unlimited infor- 
mation supplies both teachers and students with 
readily available options and alternatives. 


New to the Special Needs Department was the 
presence of an administrative intern who not only 
received invaluable real experience but also provided 
assistance in many areas, such as grant writing. 


ATHLETIC DEPARTMENT 

The athletic teams experienced a very lean year 
in the win/loss column but many outstanding indivi- 
dual performances emerged throughout the athletic 
seasons. 


The girls’ programs (basketball and softball) 
were led by perennial all-star LuAnn Cormier of 
Franklin. LuAnn has been the heart and soul of the 
girls’ programs for the past four years. 


The boys’ basketball team experienced a winless 
season. Doug Bowden (North Attleboro) was awarded 
the Most Improved Player Award and the ‘Cougar 
Award” was given to Steve Wolff (Franklin). 


The girls’ volleyball team, however, was out- 
standing. Winning nine of their sixteen games, they 
were runner-up in their division. Four of the girls 
were named to the all-star team in the Mayflower 
League: Holly Hicks (Walpole), Terri Chelebek 
(North Attleboro), Elizabeth Wallace (Franklin), 
and Carolanne Gleason (Walpole). 


Since this was the first year of participation in 
volleyball, an even better record is anticipated for 
next year. 


The Tri-County hockey team was a J.V. Squad 
in 1985 and the future looks bright with Charlie 
Robinson and Chip Bradbury (Franklin) leading the 
way. 
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EVENING SCHOOL 

In addition to the-usual adult continuing educa- 
tion courses in the past, two new courses were offer- 
ed: Control Systems for Commercial, Industrial and 
Residential Heating, Ventilating and Air Condition- 
ing, and Basic Computer Programming. : 


“The Comet Halley and Other Astronomical 
Delights’’ will begin December 2nd and will end in- 
April 1986, since that will be the best viewing time in 
the Northern Hemisphere. It will be presented as a 
non-technical, ‘‘down to earth’’ approach to finding 
the comet. This program will not be offered again 
until the year 2061. 


ACTIVITY PERIOD 

Last Spring a group of teachers presented a 
plan to foster greater school spirit and encourage 
more participation in extracurricular activities. The 
“Activity Period” was initiated in the Fall and more 
than 400 students chose to become involved. 


In addition to sports such as football, cross- 
country and volleyball, sixteen other activities were 
available that ranged from ‘‘aerobics” to ‘‘yearbook”’. 
The success of these enrichment programs was evi- 
denced by the increase in offerings and the even larger 
numbers of students involved at the end of the 
second semester. 


The interaction between students and teachers 
in nontraditional settings has served as catalyst in 
establishing an even more: positive learning atmos- 
phere in the classroom. 


COMMUNITY SERVICE 

The facilities at Tri-County were made available 
for use by a number of community organizations 
throughout the year. The American Red Cross held 
two successful bloodmobiles, and the Franklin Life 
Savers Association offered courses in cardiopul- 
monary resuscitation and ‘choke saving’ several 
times during the year. 


BOOSTERS CLUB BINGO 

Through the efforts of Tri-County Boosters 
Club, led by Mrs. Frances DeBaggis, the school was 
granted permission by the Massachusetts State Lot- 
tery Commission to serve as an official site for Bingo. 
Since June 13, 1985, more than 300 people have 
been attending the Thursday night games each week. 
The proceeds will be used to benefit the school in 
general and the students in particular. For example, 
benches for the members of the athletic teams were 
purchased in the Fall, and several educational field 
trips were sponsored by the Boosters Club as a re- 
sult of the bingo games. 


BUDGET 

The assessment to the Town of Walpole for Fis- 
cal Year 1986 is in the amount of $391,175.29. 
That figure represents an enrollment of 150 Wal- 
pole students (October 1984) out of a total enroll- 
ment of 947 or 15.84% of a total assessment of 
$2,469,541.00. 


SUMMARY 
As we move into 1986 and continue to provide 
the best in educational needs, we thank the district 


residents for their support and cooperation. We in- 
tend to maintain in the future these high educational 
standards that have earned us that support in the 
past.

The Walpole Public Library has enjoyed a very 
active year during 1985. The Library continued to 
provide books, magazines, newspapers, recordings, 
art prints, films, microfilm, museum passes, Cameras, 
readers advisory and reference services, inter-library 
loans and programs of interest to all age groups. 


One of the most exciting examples of offerings 
for all age groups was the celebration of National 
Library Week which culminated in a Friday evening 
Library Open House sponsored with the Friends of 
the Library. Mr. Joseph Erker was awarded a gift 
certificate for being the 94,000 parton in a year. 
Curley the Clown presented a delightful and enter- 
taining performance to an enthusiastic audience, 
over 400 balloons were given to youngsters borrowing 
materials during the week, every patron checking out 
materials in the Adult Department was entered into a 
contest to win prizes donated by local businesses, 
James Visbeck gave free book appraisals, Sumner 
McClain told stories, Dorothy Zarba gave a cooking 
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demonstration and an automated circulation control 
system was demonstrated. 


Adults also attended programs on Time Manage- 
ment, Financial Planning and heard a talk, funded 
by the Walpole Arts Lottery Commission, given by 
author William Martin. 


The Children’s Department, under the enthu- 
siastic and imaginative direction of Ruth Mahan, saw 
the circulation continue to increase as more children 
and parents took advantage of the wide variety of 
reading materials, recorded stories, cassette-book sets 
and programs for children of all ages. 


Pre-school story hours for children 3-5 years of 
age were held twice a week except for the summer 
months. Library tours, orientation for school groups 
and loan of classroom collections remain on-going 
activities. Craft, music, film, clown and educational 
programs were held throughout the year. Exhibits 
from the Children’s Museum, Dr. Hedley Marks’ 
participatory program on pet care and Mrs. Carol 
Kingsbury’s performance of Music at the Library for 
Pre-schoolers are examples of the variety of programs 
offered to children. 


Two reading clubs were held: ‘’Goal Punchers”’ 
during the winter and ‘‘Haunted House Reading Club” 
during summer school vacation. Both clubs included 
younger chilren’s Read-to-Me sections for children 
too young to read by themselves. Seven hundred 
sixty-eight children participated in the reading clubs. 


The Friends of the Library continued to provide 
needed support to the Library with volunteers and 
funding for such diverse activities as Homebound 
Book Delivery, guest authors, the annual book sale 
(which funds their other activities) and the Library 
Open House. 


Computerized Library Information for Patrons 
is a resource sharing project among the Walpole, 
Sharon and Norfolk Public Libraries that is now be- 
ing implemented. After raising the funds needed and 
purchasing the micro-computers, software and print- 
ers, we have completed the first stages of information 
storage - and look forward soon to combined lists of 
periodicals owned by the libraries. 


We continue to exchange large print books and 
coordinate purchases as possible to provide our pa- 
trons with access to more materials without spending 
more money. 


Three physical changes in the interior of the 
Library have enhanced the ease of access to materials 
and provided a more inviting atmosphere. A study- 
reading area was created on the mezzanine next to 
the new newspaper filing system and both have 
proven to be very popular. Additional periodical and 
newspaper shelving was installed in the main reading 
room making space for these heavily used materials. 


The East Walpole Book Deposit center continues 
to thrive. The Bird Foundation provides funds for the 
building, periodicals, and a volunteer coordinator. 
The Walpole Public Library supplies the books. 
Volunteers provide all the staffing of the facility 
and programming for area residents. That this co- 
Operative effort has remained so strong is a real test- 
ament to how much the citizens care about reading. 


Additions to the Library this year included 
donations of books and periodicals, memorial books, 
an Audubon Society membership and summer flowers 
planted near the front entrance. The Walpole Arts 
Council has continued to provide the popular month- 
ly art displays. 

After several years of planning and working to- 
wards an automated resource sharing network and 
joining the Old Colony Library Network we are very 
close to making this momentous plan a reality. Four- 
teen towns have received their funding for the project. 
Federal LSCA funds of $400,000 have been awarded 
to OCLN as well as $100,000 in State funds through 
the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System. 
The Walpole Public Library will seek funds to partici- 
pate in this automated resource sharing network at 
the 1986 Annual Spring Town Meeting. 


| would like to thank the Library Staff, the 
Board of Library Trustees and the Friends of the Li- 
brary for their commitment to provide quality library 
services. Thanks also to the Town Administration 
and the other Town Departments, Boards and Com- 
mittees for their cooperation. 


Special thanks go to dedicated volunteers Mary

WALPOLE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board meets on the first and third 
Thursdays of the month, plus special meetings as 
required. Thirty-one meetings were held this year, 
plus joint workshops with other Boards and Town 
officials to discuss items of mutual concern. 


The Board reviewed and acted on over 37 Form 
A plans, and reviewed numerous study and prelimin- 
ary plans. Over 38 Board of Appeal cases were re- 
viewed, and 36 public hearings were held. Over 178 
appointments were given for Planning Board business. 
Filing fees totaled $18,400 in income for the Town; 
while the Town realized almost one thousand dollars 
income from sales of Zoning By-Laws. 


During 1985 the Board continued to review the 


Rules and Regulations, with numerous changes to be’ 


proposed for 1986. The Planning Board processed 
and presented to Town Meeting eighteen articles for 
Fall Town Meeting on zoning by-law amendments 
and rezoning petitions. 


In the May elections, Mr. William Haigh was 
elected to the Planning Board.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board underwent a major transi- 
tion this year with four (4) new members being ap- 
pointed. 


The Board is responsible for reviewing and ap- 
proving all salary increases for non-union employees. 
During the year approximately two hundred Person- 
nel Action Requests were processed. 


At the October Town Meeting the Board made a 
presentation requesting approval to pay Salaried 
Exempt employees overtime pay in cases of extreme 
necessity. 
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The Town Personnel Policies were reviewed and 
a list of priorities established. As requested by the 
Board of Selectmen, a major review of all non-union 
salaries was undertaken. This project involved the 
writing of job descriptions, an extensive survey of 
salaries paid in other towns for comparable jobs, and 
the establishing of a new rate structure. 


Board members served on the Town's negotia- 
ting teams for the Library, Clerical, Police, and DPW 
contracts. 


The regular meetings are held on the first and 


third Mondays of each month at 7:30 P.M. in the 
Town Hall. 


During 1985 members of the Personnel Board 
were: Paul Wegerdt, Chairperson; Chery! Lathrop; 


Wallace Coburn; and Edward O’Brien. Reginald 
Butts and G. Franklin Fish served partial terms. The 
Board secretaries were Patricia Palcic and Valorie 
Donohue. 


BOARD OF SEWER AND WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners was 
established in 1973 by virtue of the “‘new’ Town 
Charter. This Commission consists of five members 
elected at large by vote of the registered voters of 
the Town for three years, overlapping terms such that 
the term of office of not more than two members 
shall expire each year. 


In May, Edward J. Delaney was re-elected as 
chairman of the Board, Robert Barrett reinstated as 
clerk and remaining members were Patrick Fasanello, 
Edward Foresberg and William Abbott. 


Mr. William L. Richard is the Sewer & Water 
Superintendent and Mr. Richard Mattson, Asst. 
Superintendent. 


The Board of Sewer and Water Commissioners, 
under the Home Rule Charter, have exclusive charge 
and control of the water department and water sys- 
tems. They may establish fountains and hydrants, 
take by eminent domain or acquire by purchase or 
otherwise the waters or any portion of any pond, 
brook, spring or stream or ground water sources 
within the limits of the Town for the purpose of 
establishing or maintaining a water supply system or 
a water distribution system; may hold all lands, rights 
of way and other easements necessary for collecting, 
storing, holding, purifying and treating such water 
and protecting and preserving the purity thereof and 
for conveying the same to any part of the Town. 


The Board may regulate the use of the water and 
fix and collect just and equitable prices and rates for 
the use thereof and shall prescribe the time and man- 
ner of payment of such prices and rates; may cooper- 
ate or act jointly with any other city or town in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts in carrying out the 
powers and duties as therein set forth; and may make 
reasonable rules and regulations in connection with 
any of the duties and responsibilities herein above 
set forth. 


The Board of Sewer and Water Commissioners 
have the general responsibility for the installation 
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and maintenance of the sewers, sewage treatment 
plants and appurtenances, and drains located in the 
Town, and in connection with said responsibilities, 
shall have all the powers reasonably necessary to ef- 
fectuate same, and may from time to time adopt 
reasonable rules and _ regulations. Commissioners 
shall assign all work and maintenance projects to the 
town administrator for performance. 


The Board of Sewer and Water Commissioners 
meets on the second and fourth Wednesdays of each 
month plus special meetings when required. 


1985 was an important year for the protection 
of the town’s water supply. During the year, the town- 
wide aquifer study was completed. This study had 
three purposes. First was to map the Mine Brook 
aquifer. Second was to map any other aquifers cap- 
able of supplying the town with water. Theirs was to 
identify any potential well sites. The result was the 
Mine Brook and Neponset aquifers being mapped and 
covered under the towns groundwater protection by- 
law, and three new well sites were identified. Two 
well sites are in the Mine Brook aquifer and one site 
is in the Neponset aquifer. 


This year also saw the application of a limited 
water ban during the summer months. The ban was 
the result of low rainfall and the expectation that 
peak water demands would over-tax the town’s water 


system. To remedy this situation, work was started — 


to develop one of the new well sites identified in the 
townwide aquifer study. 


Other water projects were the extension of 12 
inch water mains under Route 1, maintenance of the 
Davis Street water tank, and the start of the demoli- 
tion of the old concrete water tank on High Street. 


During 1985, the bulk of the work on the eight 
million dollar EPA Sewer project was completed. 
The Main Outfall Sewer replacement was completed. 
This resulted in a substantial reduction of inflow and 
infiltration into the sewer system. The sewer system 
extension into West Walpole was completed and the 


extension into South Walpole passed the half-way 
point. The lateral sewers in West and South Walpole 
are expected to be online by the summer of 1986. 


A decision was made to restudy the location and 
size of the towns septage receiving facility. This de- 
cision was made as a result of unexpectedly high bids 
on the original design, the capacity reduction man- 
dated by the MDC, and the determination that the 
Originally proposed location of the facility was within 
the Mine Brook aquifer. 


Six areas of the town were identified as needing 
future sewer extensions, three of which were chosen 
to pursue for state funding. 


1985 also saw the need to raise to $13.50 per 


1,000 cubic feet of water used. This increase was re- 
quired to continue making improvements to the 
water system. The sewer rates were increased to 
$6.50 per 1,000 cubic feet of sewage (the amount is 
calculated as 80% of water usage). The sewer rate 
was increased in line with the federal government’s 
requirement that sewer systems be paid for by the 
users of the system and the expectation of higher 
MDC assessments to cover the cleanup of Boston 
Harbor. 


The board would like to extend its appreciation 
to the Assistant Town Administrator, the Director of 
Public Works, the Town Engineer, and the Sewer and 
Water Superintendent for their help and cooperation 
during the past year. 


HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Walpole Housing Authority Board of Com- 
missioners meet regularly on the first Monday of the 
month in the Community Room at 8 Diamond Pond 
Terrace. The Authority's office is also located at 8 
Diamond Pond Terrace and is open daily (Monday 
through Friday) from 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. 


The Authority owns and administers 118 units 
of elderly subsidized housing at two complexes, 
Neponset View Terrace and Diamond Pond Terrace. 
In addition to this, the Authority is able to subsidize 
rents of 72 families through state and federal rental 
assistance programs. 


Duirng 1985 the Authority worked with Archi- 
tect Gary Lowe on the plans for the twelve new units 
of family housing for which they had received a con- 
struction grant under Chapter 705 in 1984. They also 
worked through the legal process with the town of 
Walpole and were granted a comprehensive permit in 
December of 1985. Construction should begin in the 
spring of 1986 with completion of the units by year 
end. 


A long time board member, Mr. Stanley Hay- 
ward, resigned in 1985 after many years of faithful 
service and untiring efforts in behalf of the Housing 
Authority. In the Fall of 1985 Mr. John F. Camp- 
bell was elected to fill the vacancy in a joint election 
between the Housing Authority Board and the Board 
of Selectmen.

Executive Director, Elizabeth Densberger, re- 
tired in July after 16 years of running the Authority. 
Betty had worked diligently throughout her career as 
the Authority grew. She participated in the construc- 
tion of the first elderly complex at Neponset View 
Terrace and later, the new passive solar complex at 
Diamond Pond Terrace, which was opened in 1982. 
Betty was also responsible for administering the ren- 
tal assistance programs which came into being in the 
1980's, as well as the acquisition of a site from the 
town and the grant from E.O.C.D. for 12 units of 
family housing. Betty was loved and highly respected 
by the tenants and staff and will be missed by all. 


The Commissioners wish to extend their best 
wishes to both Stanley and Betty for their continued 
good luck and good fortune in the future. 


In July of 1985, Joanne Taylor was appointed 
as Executive Director. Joanne, who is a Certified 
Public Housing Manager, came from the Millis Hous- 
ing Authority where she had served as Executive 
Director for three years. 


The Housing Authority would like to acknowl- 
edge the many town departments and local associa- 
tions, without whom the success of our elderly com- 
plex would be difficult. We would especially like to 
thank the Police Department, the Fire Department, 
the Department of Public Works and the Visiting 
Nurses for their continued cooperation in maintaining 
the health and safety of our elderly tenants. 


INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION AND © 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FINANCING AUTHORITY 


The Industrial Development Financing Authority 
(1.D.F.A.) had one application for a municipal bond 
issue duirng this year - 1985. This was from Major 
Adhesives Corp., Alvin J. Clark, President. 


This company manufacturers and installs liquid 
topcoat roofing systems - principally industrial and 
large business and residential buildings. 


The bond issue was in the amount of $1,000,000 
and provides for the construction of a new steel and 
reinforced concrete building - 30,000 sq. ft. interior 
space. 


The corporate headquarters and all operations 
and production have been moved from Boston to 
Industrial Road in Walpole = 4.3 acres. 


Employment = 25 people; 17 from Boston, 8 - 
new/additional. 


The Industrial Commission supported the ten- 
ants and owners on Industrial Road and coordinated 
with the Water and Sewer Commission in the installa- 
tion of a 12” line to provide adequate water flow and 
pressure to these enterprises. 


The subject of single classification taxation in 
Walpole was discussed at the October Meeting and it 
was voted to retain the present system - single classi- 
fication. Chairman Hilts spoke on this subject at the 
following Selectmen’s Meeting and discussed the mat- 
ter further with the Board of Selectmen. This was a 
joint appearance with the Board of Assessors after 
conference with that agency.

TOWN TREASURER 


The fundamental duty of the Town Treasurer is 
to take charge of all Town funds. These funds come 
from several sources, such as taxation, charges, fees, 
federal and state grants. 


During the year the Treasurer’s office handles 
over fifty million dollars. This office is one of the 
highly .complex Town departments, maintaining 
numerous accounts and extensive records covering 
such areas as borrowing, bonding, investments, tax 
titles, cemeteries, trust funds, payroll and all deduc- 
tions for same. Reconciling and disbursing accounts 
payable. 


Several times during the year when receipts 
cannot meet expenses, the Treasurer has to borrow 
in anticipation of tax revenues. This fiscal year the 
Treasurer had to borrow $2,000,000 in anticipation 
of taxes. 


During this fiscal year monies available to me 
were 95% invested.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee customarily meets at 
the Town Hall on Mondays and Thursdays in prepar- 
ing to make its recommendations prior to the Spring 
and Fall Town Meetings. In addition, it must hold a 
public hearing prior to the Spring Town Meeting. 


Other than a rare executive session, all of the 
Town Committee Meetings are open to the public. 
Participation by interested citizens is encouraged and 
welcomed by the Committee. 


The job of the Finance Committee is performed 
by 15 members who are appointed by the Town 
Moderator to staggered 3-year terms. All Town Meet- 
ing Warrant Articles, including those presented at 
special Town Meetings, are studied by the Finance 
Committee. It then makes its recommendation by 
way of a motion for favorable action or no action on 
each Warrant Article. 


Members of the Committee spend substantial 
time in hearing from proponents and opponents of 
various warrant articles. Also, considerable time is 
spent in doing research outside of the friendly con- 
fines of our meeting room. 


This is understandable when one considers that 
all articles (be they budgetary, zoning, or otherwise) 
must be subjected to as close scrutiny as possible be- 
fore rendering a judgment. The Committee strives to 
give in-depth analysis within severe time limitations. 


The responsibility to make knowledgeable, un- 
biased judgments as to what is in the best interest of 
all the citizenry is what makes service on this Com- 
mittee an exciting challenge. 


FISCAL & MONETARY REVIEW COMMITTEE 


The Fiscal and Monetary Review Committee was 
an ad hoc committee appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen on December 4, 1984 for a term of one 
year. The Committee’s charge was not to complete 
a thorough cost analysis or efficiency study, but 
rather, to address the overall financial structure and 
procedures of various fiscal departments in the Town. 
The Committee’s goals were threefold: 1) to 
research and evaluate the procedures and policies of 
the Town’s financial offices as they were currently 
operating, 2) to review similar departments in other 
communities, and 3) to summarize all findings and to 
make recommendations for improvement if such 
recommendations were in order. 


The Fiscal and Monetary Review Committee 
consisted of seven volunteer citizens of Walpole. The 
Committee members were professionals who worked 
in the private sector with backgrounds in banking, 
management, investments, accounting, engineering, 
and computer science. They also served on several 
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Town committees and boards, and some were Repre- 
sentative Town Meeting members. The varied expe- 
rience of the members provided the Town of Walpole 
with a well rounded and versatile committee to carry 
out the charge from the Board of Selectmen. The 
Committee members were: Ronald Fortin, Chair- 
man, Anthony Amichetti, Judith Anderson, John 
Fisher, Cheryl Lathrop, Russell Olson, and Paul 
Viano. 


After a year’s research and analysis, the Com- 
mittee presented its final report, “A Summary of 
Findings and Recommendations,” to the Board of 
Selectmen on January 14, 1986. The report con- 
tained a review of existing conditions, as well as 
recommendations for both structural and procedu- 


ral changes. If implemented, the Committee be- 
lieves that the recommendations can provide 
increased efficiency within the financial depart- 


ments, thereby providing cost benefits to the Town 
of Walpole. 


BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


We are presently involved with the new compu- 
ter system which, at this time, has resulted in numer- 
ous complex problems. A particular example is our 
inability to adapt to their mapping changes which is 
totally different from the established system in the 
Assessor’s Office. Due to insufficient training and 
lack of cooperation from the Computer Study Com- 
mittee following the conservation, it was difficult for 
the program to become cohesive. 


The elections in May of this year will mark the 
completion of twenty-nine years of service to the 


town by one of our Board members. Robert A. Cobb 
has served faithfully in the capacity of Assessor since 
1957. His devotion and expertise in this field have 
been of invaluable assistance. His interest in Town 
affairs extends to being an R.T.M. member since its 
inception in 1971. We salute him for a job well done. 


On March 22, 1985 we mourned the death of 
Marion Matthews, a member of our clerical staff. 
Her pleasant personality and wit will be sorely missed 
by everyone. 


SELF-HELP, INCORPORATED 


Self Help, Inc., is Greater Brockton’s and 
Attleboro’s anti-poverty agency dedicated to improv- 
ing the quality of life of limited-income individuals 
and families, and making all segments of the commu- 
nity responsive to the needs of limited-income, disad- 
vantaged and minorities’ needs. 


During the program year ending September 30, 
1985, Self Help, Inc., received a total funding of 
$12,577,576 and provided 456,877 direct services to 


the area’s limited-income individuals and families. 


2,965 residents received 3,352 direct services, 
totaling $208,804, during our program year. 


The total funding of $12.6 million does not tell 
the real value of human services delivered to the area 
as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobil- 
ize an additional $828,340 of other community re- 
sources such as Commonwealth Service Corps and 
local cities and Towns’ contributions, as well as 
volunteers. The gross volume of Self Help, Inc., dur- 
ing the past year was $13.6 million. 


Self Help currently employs 279 individuals, 
many of whom are limited-income and minorities. 


We feel that the program year 10/1/84 to 
9/30/85 was a successful one for Self Help, Inc., and 
very helpful to our limited-income population. We 
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thank the area’s Boards of Selectmen and town volun- 
teers for helping to make our program a success.

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AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE LICENSING AND KEEPING OF DOGS IN 
THE TOWN OF WALPOLE 


Section 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section one hundred and thirty-nine of Chapter one 
hundred and forty of the General Laws or any other provision of law to the contrary, the annual fees 


to be charged by said Town of Walpole for the issuance of licenses for dogs shall be set by the Board 
of Selectmen. 


Section 2. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section one hundred and forty-seven of said Chapter one 
hundred and forty or any other provision of law to the contrary, all money received for licenses or from 
the sale of dog licenses by the Town of Walpole or recovered as fines or penalties by said Town under 
the provisions of said Chapter one hundred and forty relating to dogs, shall be paid into the Treasury of 
said Town and shall not thereafter be paid over to Norfolk County. 


Section 3. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section one hundred and sixty-one of said Chapter one 
hundred and forty or any other general or special law to the contrary, whoever suffers loss by the worry- 
ing, maiming or killing of his livestock or fowls by dogs, shall be, after investigation as provided in said 
Section one hundred and sixty-one, paid from the Town Treasury of said Town, as provided by said 
Section one hundred and sixty-one. 


ARTICLE 26 


To see if the Town will vote to amend its Zoning By-laws, Section 10, Water Resource Protection 
Overlay District and by deleting the present Water Resource Protection Overlay District Map dated 
January, 1984, and insert a new Map entitled Water Resource Protection Overlay District Map, dated 
August, 1985, or do or act anything in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 27 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Laws as they pertain to Section 8: Board of 
Appeals, as follows: ADD to Section 8-B: Special Permits, the following: 


““8-B-1. Development Impact Statements. For the purpose of protecting the safety, convenience and 
welfare of the inhabitants of the Town, before approval of any development requiring a special permit, 
the Board of Appeals may require that the Applicant submit a Development Impact Statement, if the 
size of the development or the natural features or other characteristics of the land to be developed indi- 
cate a need therefor. The Development Impact Statement shall contain appropriate supporting data, 
setting forth the probable impact or effect of the proposed development on the neighborhood and the 
Town, generally, if any, when it may be built. In compiling such Impact Statement, the Applicant shall 
consult with the various Town departments having knowledge and authority in the various subjects 
cited below, such as the Department of Public Works, Health Agent, Assessors, Finance Committee, 
Fire and Police Departments, Conservation Commission, etc. Such Impact Statement shall cover at least 
the subject areas listed hereunder, for comparison with local, state and federal performance standards 
and such other subject areas as the Board of Appeals may, in particular cases, deem necessary. 


a) Availability of Town water: How much new additional water volume will be required by the 
proposed development? Is there adequate main capacity to provide the projected added water 
volume to the proposed development without detriment to other users (existing or potential) 
from the standpoint of pressure, fire-flows from hydrants, etc? If not, what improvements to the 
supply system outside of the development will be needed, how soon, and at what projected cost 
to the Town. 


b) In locations where there is no Town water, will the density of dwellings in the future lower or 


contaminate water table significantly in the area as a result of increased use, at the expense of or 
detriment to existing homes? 
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c) c) Environmental Effects of On-Site Sewage Disposal: What is the permeability of the underlying 
soil? Will individual or collective sewage disposal systems endanger in the forseeable future, wells 
for potable water of dwellings either within or outside the proposed development, or will any 
such disposal system thus endanger any public water supply source or any marsh, swamp, bog, 
pond stream or other body of water by introducing therein excessive nutrients, dangerous chem- 
ical substances or pathological organisms? 


d) If the development has access to the municipal sewerage system, is the capacity of such system 
(pipe sizes, etc.) adequate to handle the additional load created by the development? If not, what 
improvements to such public sewerage system will be needed, how soon, and at what projected 
cost to the Town? 


e) What is the estimated taxable value of the lots and buildings to be constructed within the pro- 
posed development? 


f) Will the drainage run-off from the systems of roads within the proposed development be likely to 
damage adjoining property, overload or silt-up or contaminate in any way any marsh, swamp, 
bog, pond, stream or other body of water or endanger any public or private potable water supply? 
Will any proposed filling, cutting or other alteration of the topography or any devegetating opera- 
tions within the development tend to alter existing natural drainage patterns so as to create prob- 
lems within or outside of the development. 


g) Are the access roads, public or private, by which the proposed development may be reached 
adequate in width, grades and type of construction to carry, without danger, congestion or con- 
fusion, the additional traffic that may be generated by the proposed development. 


h) What are the estimated additional new service requirements, in time and/or cost that the proposed 
development may place upon the Town for solid waste disposal and snow removal? 


i) What additional burden will the proposed place upon the public safety services (Fire and Police) 
and at what probable cost to the Town in terms of additional hours (manpower) or additional 
facilities (vehicles or buildings)? 


j) Wiil the proposed development have any probable detrimental effect on the ecology of the local 
area, such as: Increased run-off of rainfall and/or melting snow resulting in lessened recharge of 
the groundwater table? Disruption of the biological environment so as to endanger or destroy 
desirable species of trees and other vegetation, and encourage proliferation of undesirable species 
(i.e., ragweed, etc). Disruption of the biological environment so as to upset an existing balance 
between animal or insect pests and their natural bird, animal or insect predators, resulting in 
damage or danger to either persons, crops or useful and desirable forms of vegetation? 


8-B-2. Decisions. In addition to any specific requirements elsewhere in this By-Law, or where no 
specific restrictions are made applicable to a use allowed by Special Permit, the Board of Appeals may 
grant a Special Permit, on/y upon its written determination that the proposed use will not have adverse 
effects which overbalance its beneficial effects on either the neighborhood or the Town, in view of the 
particular characteristics of the site. The determination shall indicate that the proposed use will be in 
harmony with the general purpose and intent of this By-Law and shall include consideration of bene- 
ficial and adverse affects of the proposed use, including but not limited to the following: 


a) Adequacy of the site in terms of size for the proposed use; 

b) Suitability of the site for the proposed use; 

c) Impact on traffic flow and safety; 

d) Impact on neighborhood visual character, including views and vistas; 

e) Adequacy of method of sewage disposal, source of water and drainage; and 
f) Adequacy of utilities and other public services. 
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ARTICLE 28 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Laws as they pertain to administration by 


adding new section 9-H: Rate of Multi Family Development By-Law. 


1. 


Purpose: The purpose of the Rate of Development Program is to allow the Town to provide, ina 
planned and rational manner, the basic facilities necessary for health, safety and welfare and to 
adequately support its existing and future population, through the adoption of standards which will 
coordinate residential growth with the provisions of community facilities. The Town recognizes its 
obligation to provide its share of the regional need for housing of all types and to manage, not 
prohibit growth. The Rates of Development shall be considered together with present and future 
ee (such as the master plan, official maps, growth management plan) and the Town By-Laws in 
order to: 


a) Provide for the most compact, efficient and cost effective Town services by means of long-range 
planning; 


b) Protect and enhance the character of the community and its historical and natural resources; 


c) Discourage rapid rise in service costs which will cause hardship, especially to persons of limited 
income who live, or may come to live, in the community; 


d) Carry out the purposes of the Zoning Act, which empowers municipalities to ‘‘facilitate the 
adequate provision of transportation, water, sewerage, schools, parks and other requirements”, 
to conserve natural resources, and to ‘encourage the most appropriate use of land’’ throughout 
the community; 


e) Provide a degree of predictability as to the location and speed of residential growth as to enable 
comprehensive fiscal, governmental and land-use planning. 


Procedure. This section shall take effect only when and if the Building Inspector determines that 
50 multi-family dwelling units, excluding single family houses, have been authorized by permit 
townwide within a twelve (12) month period. 


Issuance of Permits. The Building Inspector shall issue building permits for construction of new 
multi-family dwelling units only if permit issuance will not result in authorizing construction within 
a 12-month period of more than 50 multi-family units, excluding single family houses, townwide, 
within a 12-month period, but no building permit shall issue to any applicant authorizing the 
construction of more than five (5), multi-family dwelling units in any 12 month period by that 
applicant. For the purpose of this section, ‘‘“Applicants’’ is defined as individuals, partnership, 
corporation, trust or other legal entity in which the applicant of record holds a legal or beneficial 
ownership greater than one percent. 


Exemptions: the following are exempt from the provisions of this By-Law. 


a) Lots created by a subdivision plan as defined by MGL, Ch. 41, S91-L, endorsed by the Planning 
Board prior to the effective date of this By-Law. 


b) Lots created by a plan not requiring Planning Board approval as defined by MGL, Ch. 41, $81-L 
and 81-P not previously created by a subdivision plan as defined by MGL, Ch. 41, S81-L endorsed 
by the Planning Board prior to effective date of this By-Law. 


c) Units designed for low or moderate income residents of all ages receiving or eligible to receive 
state or federal subsidies. 


d) Building permits for extensions, alterations or modifications of pre-existing structures. 
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ARTICLE 29 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Laws as they pertain to administration by 


adding new Section 9:1: Subdivision Phasing By-Law. = 


1. 


Applicability. Any provisions in this By-Law to the contrary notwithstanding, division of land into 
more than ten lots in any 12 month period shall be subject to the following regulations and condi- 
tions set forth herein. 


Requirements. Whenever a new lot or lots is or are formed from a part of any other lot or lots, the 
assembly or separation shall be effected in such a manner as to conform with the requirements of 
this By-Law and shall be in accordance with the Subdivision Rules and Regulations of the Town of 
Walpole. 


Division of Land Limitations. The division of a parcel or combined adjacent parcels of land in any 
zoning district shall not exceed ten lots if resulting from division or combination of properties in 
any 12 month period. This provision shall apply to all subdivision of land within the Town of Wal- 
pole even if approval under the Subdivision Control Law (M.G.L., Ch. 41) is not required. 


Exceptions. Division of land in excess of ten lots as defined above may be allowed only if one of 
the following requirements are met: 


a) The owner of said land covenants with the Planning Board that he will not build upon more than 
ten lots in any 12 month period. Said 12 month period shall commence on the date of endorse- 
ment by the Planning Board. The covenant shall identify the lots that may be built upon in each 
12 month period. The covenant shall be recorded with all other pertinent documents with the 
Definitive Plan; 


b) The owner of said land applies for and receives a special permit from the Planning Board in 
accordance with M.G.L., Chp. 40A, Section 9 and Section 11 to divide greater than ten lots in 
any 12 month period. The Planning Board shall grant a special permit for such subdivision only 
if the Board determines that the probable benefits to the Town outweigh the probable adverse 
effects resulting from granting such permit. 


In reviewing a special permit under this section, the Planning Board shall consider the impact 
upon schools, other public facilities, traffic and pedestrian travel, availability and quality preser- 
vation of drinking water, adequacy of recreational facilities, open spaces and agricultural resources, 
preservation of unique natural features, housing for senior citizens and people of low and moder- 
ate income as well as master plan or growth management plans prepared by the Planning Board 
in accordance with M.G.L., Ch. 40A, Section 9 and Section 11 and Section 8 of the Walpole 
Zoning By-Laws relating to the granting and denial of special permits shall, so far as apt, be appli- 
cable to a special permit application under Section 4 a. 


Zoning Change Protection. Lots whose development have been subject to the covenant as pro- 
vided for in Section 4 a. of this By-Law shall be governed by the applicable provisons of the 
Zoning By-Law in effect at the time of the plan or plan’s endorsement by the Planning Board 
and for a period equivalent to that provided for by M.G.L., Ch. 40A, Sec. 6 except, however, 
the statutory protection afforded by M.G.L., Ch. 40A., Sec. 6 shall not commence until the lot 
or lots qualify for construction according to the terms of the covenant noted in Section 4 a. 


ARTICLE 30 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Law as they pertain to Section 8: Board of 


Appeals, as follows: ADD new Section 8-F: Fee Schedule in accordance with M.G.L., Ch. 40A, Sec. 
12 as follows: 
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a) A $75.00 fee covering administrative costs, abutter notification costs and advertisement publica- 
tion costs shall be required from all applicants prior to the scheduled public hearing. In addition, 
the Board of Appeals has the right to require a Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollar, one-time fee for 
specific projects requiring analysis under Section 8-B-1 of the Zoning By-Law. This fee shall be 
retained and utilized by the Town of Walpole solely for the costs of analyzing data submitted as 
required by Sections 8-B-1. 


ARTICLE 31 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Laws as they pertain to Section 1-C Defini- 
tions, by establishing new Definition 17 as follows: 


Principal Structure: The structure in which the primary use of the lot is conducted, including attached 
projections of the structure. 


ARTICLE 32 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Law as they pertain to ‘‘Use Regulations” by 
removing the notation ‘‘A”’ from under the GR heading in Section 3-B-3-b, 3-B-3-c, 3-B-3-d, 3-B-3-e, 
3-B-3-f, and 3-B-3-g and replacing it with ‘“SP*”’. 


ARTICLE 33 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws as they pertain to ‘‘Use Regulations’’ by 
deleting Sections 3-B-3-b, 3-B-3-c, 3-B-3-d-ii and 3-B-3-f, as they are currently worded and by adding the 
following wording: 


3-B-3-b. Two-family detached dwelling if located on a lot having an area of at least twenty thousand 
(20,000), square feet if connected to or to be connected at time of construction with the 
public sewer system. 


3-B-3-c. Three-family detached dwelling if located on a lot having an area of at least thirty thousand 
(30,000), square feet and if connected to or to be connected at the time of construction with 
the public sewer system. 


3-B-3-d-ii. Such dwelling is located on a lot having an area of at least thirty thousand (30,000), square 
feet with an additional seven thousand, (7,000), square feet for each dwelling in excess of 
three, (3), to be accommodated; and 


3-B-3-f. |The conversion and/or use of a one-family dwelling existing on January 1, 1956 as dwelling 
for two-families on a lot of not less than twenty-thousand, (20,000), square feet; provided 
that such dwelling is connected with the public sewer system. 


ARTICLE 34 


To authorize the Selectmen to instruct all appropriate Town boards to impose a moratorium on all 
new building permits until there is sufficient water to provide the existing residents of the Town of 
Walpole with a consistent water supply. (Petition of Paul G. Francis, et al) 


ARTICLE 35 


To see if the Town will vote to amend its Zoning By-laws as follows or to do or act anything in 
relation thereto: 


Sign Regulations - Section 6-B-1: delete present and add: 
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1. MOVEMENT 
In all districts no exterior or interior sign readily visible from the exterior of the building shall be 
illuminated by other than a steady light, with no flashing or interruption, -nor shall any sign be 
rotated, oscillated, or designed to turn or flutter by wind power, or shall in any way be other than 
stationary; except such portions of a sign as consisting solely of indicators of time and/or tempera- 
ture except for excavating signs. 


Section 6-B-4: Add 


2. HEIGHT 
In all districts, no exterior sign shall have a height greater than the highest point on the roof of the 


main building to which it pertains (whether or not attached thereto) or greater than twenty-five, 
(25), feet above the mean grade of the principal frontage street, whichever is highest. (Petition of 
the Planning Board)

Purpose: The purpose of the rate of Development Program is to allow the Town to provide in a 
planned and rational manner the basic facilities necessary for health and safety, and welfare and to 
adequately support its existing and future population, through the adoption of standards which will 
coordinate residential growth with the provisions of community facilities. The Town recognizes its 
obligation to provide its share of the regional need for housing of all types and to manage, not 
prohibit growth. The Rates of Development shall be considered together with present and future 
plans (such as the master plan, official maps, growth management plan) and the Town By-Laws in 
order to: 


a) Provide for the most compact, efficient and cost effective Town services by means of long-range 
planning; 


b) Protect and enhance the character of the community and its historical and natural resources; 


c) Discourage rapid rise in service costs which will cause hardship, especially to persons of limited 
income who live or may come to live in the community; 


d) Carry out the purposes of the Zoning Act which empowers municipalities to ‘facilitate the 
adequate provision of transportation, water, sewerage, schools, parks and other requirements”’. 
To conserve natural resources and to encourage the most appropriate use of land”’ throughout 
the community; 


e) Provide a degree of predictability as to the location and speed of residential growth as to enable 
comprehensive fiscal, governmental and land-use planning. 


Procedure. This section shall take effect only when and if the Building Inspector determines that 
50 multi-family dwelling units, excluding single family houses, have been authorized by permit 
townwide within a twelve (12) month period. 


Issuance of Permits. The Building Inspector shall issue building permits for the construction of 
new multi-family dwelling units only if permit issuance will not result in authorizing construction 
within a 12-month period, but no building permit shall issue to any application authorizing the 
construction of more than five (5) multi-family dwelling units in any 12 month period by that 
applicant. For the purpose of this section ‘‘Applicants”’ is defined as individuals, partnership, corpo- 
ration, trust or other legal entity in which the applicant of record holds a legal or beneficial owner- 
ship greater than one percent. 


Exemptions. The following are exempt from the provisions of the By-Law: 


a) Lots created by a subdivision plan as defined by MGL, Ch 41, S81-L, endorsed by the Planning 
Board prior to the effective date of this by-law. 


b) Lots created by a plan not requiring Planning Board approval as defined by MGL, Ch 41, S81-L 
and 81-P not previously created by a subdivision plan as defined by MGL., Ch 41, S81-L en- 
dorsed by the Planning Board prior to the effective date of this By-Law. 


c) Units designed for low or moderate income residents of all ages receiving or eligible to receive 
state or federal subsidies. 


d) Building permits for extensions, alterations or modifications of pre-existing structures.

The frequency of loaded trucks leaving the premises 
shall be established by the ZBA, based upon local conditions as part of the conditions 
for the special permit; but in no case shall it be greater than every three (3) hours. All 
loaded vehicles shall be suitably covered to prevent dust and contents from spilling and 
blowing from the load.

Monitoring wells shall be installed and monitored every other week for the duration, 
beginning December 1st through March 30th. This monitored period shall be done in 
the season immediately preceding the filing of the application. The maximum depth of 
the excavation shall be ten (10) feet above the highest water level recorded during this 
monitored period. These wells shall be a requirement and will be used as a basis for the 
renewal permit if the operation is not completed within one year. The number and 
location of monitoring wells shall be determined by the ZBA and the Town Engineer. 


No area shall be excavated so as to cause accumulation of free standing water. Permanent 
drainage and silitation control shall be provided as needed in accordance with good 
conservation practices. Drainage shall not lead directly into streams or ponds. 


All topsoil and subsoil shall be stripped from the operation area and stockpiled for use 
in restoring the area after the removal operation has ceased. 


Any temporary shelters or building erected on the premises shall be screened from the 
public view. These structures shall be removed from the premises within thirty (30) days 
after termination of operation prior to the release of securities. 


No excavation shall be allowed closer than one hundred (100) feet to a natural stream or 
body of water. Natural vegetation shall be left and maintained on the undisturbed land. 


All debris, stumps and boulders shall be disposed of in an approved location shown on 
the plan, buried and covered with a minimum of two (2) feet of soil. 


Within thirty (30) days following completion of operation, final grading shall be estab- 
lished and shown on the approved topographical plan. 


Retained subsoil and topsoil shall be respread over the disturbed area to a minimum 
depth equivalent to the depth of topsoil on the site prior to the beginning of the opera- 
tion as determined by the soil boring data, or to a depth of nine (9) inches compacted, 
whichever is less. The soil shall be seeded with a perennial grass or legume mixture and 
fertilized or limed in accordance with soil tests to promote the growth of such grass 
or legume. 


Upon completion of the operation, the land shall be left so that natural storm drainage 
leaves the property at the original storm drainage points and so that the area of drainage 
to any one point is not increased. 


An “‘as-built’’ plan prepared by a Registered Professional Engineer or Registered Profes- 
sional Land Surveyor showing all finished grades, depth of loam, drainage facilitie, 
location of buried debris, and states that the land conforms with the original plan, shall 


be prepared and approved by the Building Inspector prior to the release of the perform- 
ance bond. 


A performance bond of $5,000 (five thousand dollars) per acre or such other amount as 
determined sufficient by the ZBA shall be posted in the name of the town assuring satis-

o. Existing operations for the Extraction or Processing of Earth Products: 


A quarry, sand or gravel pit, or other operation for the extraction and/or processing of 
earth products (such as a crushing or screening plant) in lawful use on the date of adop- 
tion of this by-law may continue unless and until abandoned; or if operating under a 
prior permit, until the expiration thereof. Discontinuance for more than twelve (12) 
consecutive months shall be deemed to constitute abandonment.
